MICHIPICOTEN COPPER COMPANY. 


The statutory meeting of shareholders was held at the offices of 

the company, Dashwood House, New Broad-street, on Tuesday, 

Mr. J. SINCLAIR in the chair. 
_ Mr. W. J. LAviInetTon (the secretary) read the notice conven- 
ing the meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN said that this was the statutory meeting of the 
new company, which was generally considered a very formal affair, 
inasmuch as it was simply held for the purpose of complying with 
the conditions of the Act of Parliament. He was, however, happy 
to say that they were in a position to give some valuable informa- 
tion about the mine from the fact that the directors immediately 
after the formation of the new company resolved to send out an 
engineer to the mine to report on their behalf, and to make surveys 
of the mine, and to go into the matter thoroughly and let them know 
what he considered of the value of the surface work, and if it was 
accomplished to his satisfaction as a practical engineer and miner, 
and also to examine carefully the workings undergreund, and to 
make any suggestions he considered it necessary to make for the 
better and fuller development of their mine. This was a very wise decision of 
the board of directors, and he could say that with all the more confidence as he 
was not present when the determination was come to. The wisdom of it had 
been proved bythe report which they were now able to present to the share- 
holders. Oapt. Prideaux was well known in the mining world, and they might 
consider him a man of sufficient authority to warrant them in following the ac- 
vice he gave and of accepting the conclusions he arrived at. What he had told 
them had only borne out what their previous information led them to believe 
was the case as to the mine, but it was now done in a more business-like way. 
They knew where they had erred now. They did know before, but only sus- 
pected that they had committed mistakes, but now t!.ey knew practically from 
Oapt. Prideaux where they had erred. There was no doubt they madea mistake 
in spending so much money upon surface operations, and then afterwards having 
to seek further capital. In other mines it was the custom to exp'ore and find the 
metal first and then build the mills. However, they reversed that order of things, 
and the money was expended before they could say to the shareholders that 
they had a valuable property. Capt. Prideaux had been there, and he did 
not think he need anticipate what he would say by making any further remarks, 
except that the directors had great pleasure in seeing so many shareholders 
present that day to hear Capt. Prideaux’s report, which they considered so full 
of hope that it would warrant them in carrying on operations with zeal, 
economy, and industry, in the full hope that by the time the board met the 
sharehulders again they would have abundant cause to thank themselves that 
they had sent out a man who was able to report so well. He would nowask the 
secretary to read the report. 

The SECRETARY then read the report as follows :— 

June 14.—At your request I have visited this island, and beg to submit my re- 
port of your property. The formation, I need not say, is basaltic, intersected 
with belts of amygdaloid and conglomerate. The lodes are copper bearing, 
and have walls of dark trap rock similar to all the copper districts of Lake 
saareer their course is 25° north-east and south-west, with a southerly 
underlie. 

Batters’ Shaft.—This shaft is sunk perpendicularly 300 ft., and in its course 
has passed through three veins. The first was explored by a cross-cut 130 ft. 
from surface, and intersected 37 ft. from the shaft; levels were then extended 
on its course east10 ft., and west 76 ft., the width of \the vein being about 20 ft. 
A little copper was met with, but not in paying quantities. The second vein 
is over [20 ft. wide, and found to contain copper. The third is about 15 ft. 
wide, but gave nocopper. Neither of the last two have yet been opened on, 
The bottom of the shaft is now in dark trap rock.—Main Shaft: This shaft is 
sunk to a depth of 2v0 ft.; 75 ft. from surface No. 1 lode was met with, and 
found unproductive. A level was, however, driven from this to Office shaft, 
and the lode in several piaces gave copper. The most important point in this 
shaft is at the 200 ft. level, where No. 2 lode has been cut, and found to contain 
copper, chiefly towards the hanging-wall. The lode is 14 ft. wide, having a 
settled appearance, and is worth, for the size of the shaft, over 1 per cent. for 
copper, with every indication of improving in depth. Two levels are now being 
driven on this lode in an easterly and westerly direction. The first is over 60 ft. 
from the shaft, and worth, for its size, over 1 per cent. for copper. The latter is 
also 60 ft. from the shaft, with no copper visible, although some good pieces 
were found nearer the shaft, At this 200 ft. level a cross-cut has been extended 
north 98 ft., and intersected No. 3 lode, which is 30 ft. wide, chiefly sandstone 
and conglomerate in a very unsettled condition, and yielding scarcely any 
copper.—Office Shaft: This shaft is 108 ft. in depth ; 70 ft. from surface a level 
has been driven south-west 95 ft., producing copper. From the back of this 
level several tons of rock have been taken away, containing copper, but not in 
large quantities. The north-east level from this shaft|is connected with main 
shaft; the lode in the level is poor for copper. A cross-cut is also driven north 
from this shaft a distance of 56 ft., where No.2 lode has been met with and a 
winze sunk 42 ft. below the cross-cut, For the first 20 ft. the vein yielded copper ; 
the lode is 14 ft. wide.—Bevan Shaft: This shaft is sunk on the lode toa depth 
of 122 ft.; 60 ft. from surface a level has been driven east on the lode for a dis- 
tance of 78 ft. It is now full of water, but the stopes in the back are visible 
and contain copper. Two cross-cuts have been driven north 102 ft. and 60 ft. re- 
spectively without meeting with copper in paying quantities. The shaft is 
partly filled with water, no work having been carried on in this part of the mine 
since July last for want of miners. 

Machinery.— Batters’ Shaft: The machinery on this shaft is in good working 
order, and capable of drawing a large quantity of rock daily. A balance-bob 
and rods are now placed over and into the shaft for pumping purposes.—Main 
Shaft: The engine, hoisting, and pumping gear is in good working order; the 
boiler is inferior, being an old one.—Bevan Shaft: The machinery here is also 
equal to the work, except boiler; this, however, can be converted from a verti- 
cai to horizontal, and with enlarged fire-place will no doubt give satisfaction. 
The air compressor, Knowles’ pump, and boiler, are giving satisfaction; this re- 
mark will alsoapply to lathes in machine shop, saw-mill, and other smaller 
machinery connected with the mine.—Crushing Mill: The!machinery at the mill 
is fairly good, and capable of treating a large quantity of rock; the boilers, 
however, will have to be converted from vertical to horizontal—this will cost 
something like 40/. each boiler. In any future erection of mills I should advise 
the ball stamp instead of the rolls. The tramways are substantially built. 

Proposed Future Working.—After careful examinations and conference with 
Capt, Opie, we have decided that the mine should be worked as follows:—To 
sink Batters’ shaft with 12 men another 60 ft., this will complete the second lift 
of pumps, and make the shaft 360 ft. deep; thence to cross-cut north to inter- 
sect No. 2 lode, the distance will be about 140 ft.; thence to drive west on No. 2 
lode to connect with main shaft, the distance will again be about 250 ft. After 
this connection is made to continue the cross-cut to intersect No. 3 lode, and 
also sink another lift in the shaft, To sink main shaft with nine men below 
the 200 ft. level on the course of the lode a further depth of 168 ft., this, taking 
into consideration the elevation of Batters’ shaft and the underlie of No. 2 lode, 
will reach the same depth as the 360 ft. cross-cut from Batters’ shaft—thence 
drive east on the lode from main shaft to connect with the west level from 
Batters’ shaft, the mine will then be ventilated, and if No. 2 lode proves rich, 
there being now every indication of it, you will be in a position to supply the 
mill with good milling rock from No. 2 lode alone. To continue driving the 
levels east and west of main shaft, 200 ft. level, on No. 2 lode, with two men in 
each level. Unless some great change occurs in the lode all other mining opera- 
tions to be for the present discontinued. These operations will be completed, 
unless unforseen accidents occur, as follows:—Two months to sink Batters’ 
shaft to the 360 ft. level ; two months to drive cross-cut 95 ft. to intersect No. 2 
lode, and then drive 250 ft. on the course of the lode at the rate of 50 ft. per month, 
less what may be driven from main shaft to make the connection. To sink main 
shaft 168 ft., six months; thence to drive east to make the connection with 
level from Batters’ shaft. The cost to carry out the foregoing work will be 
about 800/. per month. From that amount must be deducted rent of houses, 
wood to houses for firing, and doctor's fees, also the whole produce of the farm, 
On Batters’ shaft reaching the 350 ft. level six miners less will be required. 

Books.—The books have been very badly kept; for my own part I cannot make 
anything of them. I have, however, pointed out to the book-keeper how mining 
accounts are generally kept. I have also instructed him in future to send on 
to London invoices, vouchers, &c.,of goods supplied to the mine, with receipts 
for money paid, &c. I intend toask the secretary in London to send out blank 
forms of pay-roll, cost-sheet, and cash account, &c., 30 that the book-keeper 
here may know what he must in future do. The present man has been em- 
ployed only six months, he being the third book-keeper, This of itself is enough 
to confuse the accounts—each one requiring a different system. Another com- 
plaint is the delay and confusion in the accounts from Montreal office, which I 
learn is now closed. The present book-keeper wil! no doubt—especially when he 
has the blank form sent out—do better than heretofore. 

Miscellaneous. -The dwelling-houses, stores, offices, blacksmith and car- 
penters’ shops, engine-honses, mill, &c., are good substantial buildings; this re- 
mark will also apply to the wharf at the harbour, but the road from the harbour 
to the mines should be repaired, so that teams with freight could pass over, in- 
stead of such delay and cost in shipping by small boats, the company not now 
having the tug. I may say that the cost of the present road and wharf has 
been Reavy. Tne farms owned by the company are stocked with 20-head of 
milch cows, and oxen, and yearlings, 50-head of sheep and lambs, 10 horses, pigs, 
&c. The horses are used chiefly for drawing wood. There are 13 families now 
at the mines, with 34 children ; it isa very healthy place—in fact, an enterpris- 
ing gentleman is erecting a large house near the harbour to accommodate visi- 
tors, tourists, &c., where he has also a fishing station. 

Bonner Mine.—Having visited the above property, I find it situated six miles 
east of the Quebec Mine, and about the same distance north of the harbour. 
Belts of ——— and conglomerate showing native copper are plainly visible 
along the lake shore, but no work has been done except a shaft sunk 60 ft., 
which is now full of water, and a level driven 30 ft. into the hill on what appears 
to be a branch of the main lode, and from which a small quantity of silver was 
obtained. To develope these veins and belts a shaft should be sunk about 600 ft. 
south-east of the old shaft ; this would from surface indications intersect the 
veins or lodes at their most profitable points. To sink this shaft an engine will 
be necessary. Water for condensing, dressing, &c.,and wood for all mining and 
other purposes in abundance are on the property and close to the mine. I may 
add that I consider the chances of Bonner becoming a profitable mine very good. 
You have here the same basaltic rock, the dark trap and belts of amygdaloid and 
conglomerate as found in all the native copper districts of Lake Superior; cop- 
per is seen in the outerop of the lodes for some distance along the shore, and I 
do not hesitate to express my belief that mach more will be found in depth. 

Review.—In my remarks I shall confine myself as much as possible to pre- 
sent and future operations, and wil! begin with Batters’ shaft, which, by reading 
the former part of my report, you will notice has passed through three lodes, 
chiefly amygdaloid ; these lodes have not a settled appearance, and, although 
copper is Tenently met with, I do not consider the shaft at present deep 
enough to intersect them where copper in paying quantities is likely to be 
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found. This shaft will, in its course, have yet three lodes to pass through, 
known as Nos. 1, 2, and 3, one of which (No, 2) is now producing at two points 
copper that can be profitably worked. We next come to main shaft, which is 
nearer the lake, and west of Batters’ shaft. In its course two lodes have been 
intersected, and ore cut by driving a cross-cut north. These are known as Nos. 1, 
2,and 3lodes, On pissing through No. 1 a little copper was met with, but in 
No. 2 copper in sufficient quantity to be worked ata profit does now exist—in 
fact, the shaft and the east level is worth over 1 per cent. for copper; the lode 
is 14 ft. wide; the shaft is being sunk and the level driven on the richest por- 
tion of the lode, and close to the hanging-wall. This lode has a better appear- 
ance and is more settled than any other on the property, and I am of opinion 
that it will further improve in depth. If thisoccurs you will, on Batters’ shaft, 
intersecting Ne. 2 lode and connecting with main shaft, be in a position to 
supply the mill from this lode alone with good pay copper rock, and realise a 
handsome profit. 

In driving a cross-cut north from the main shaft No. 3 lode was found chiefly 
conglomerate ; from its appearance I do not consider we are deep enough, and 
{am inclined to believe that at greater depths this lode will be much more pro- 
ductive. West of, and connected with the main shaft, is Office shaft, in which 
Nos. 1 and 2 lodes have been intersected, the latter by a cross-cut ; each of these 
yielded copper, but not in large quantities, and being near the surface work was 
deferred until a better class of rock was met with at deeper levels. North-east 
of Batters’ shaft is Bevan shaft, which is at present idle. I should recommend 
as soon as convenient the further sinking of this shaft; the lode is a most pro- 
mising one. As soon as the mine is opened sufficiently to warrant the working 
of the mill stoping may be resumed at Bevan and Office shafts; although the 
rock is not rich it may improve. 

In conclusion, I find that the development of the mine is considerably 
behind ; and, 1 may say, that explorations ona fitting scale were only com- 
menced during the past year. For this I cannot blame the mine manager, con- 
sidering the class of men and other difficulties he has had to contend with ; 
further, I believe him quite capable of carrying out the future development of 
this property. In referring to the machinery you are well aware that the 
mill and tramway is erected ; this 1 consider premature. The opening out and 
proving of the mine should have been the first and great object: when this had 
been successfully accomplished, then—and not until then—should the erection 
of the mill have been proceeded with. However, after a most careful inspec- 
tion, which has extended over two weeks, I have arrived at the conclusion that 
rich copper lodes will be found on your property, which is 40 square miles in ex- 
tent, and covered with fine timber. You now have in main shaft a copper lode 
unequalled to anything yet discovered on this island, which gives every indica- 
tion of further improvement, and I am of the opinion within a year you will 
be in a position to work your mill on paying rock, from which good profits will 
be realised.—HEsRY PRiIDEaux, M.D. 

P.8.—If you wish you can issue a copy of the transverse section of the mine 
with this report. On visiting the island on June 24 I ascertained that the lode 
in the east level main shaft had improved, the copper extending towards the 
footwall. This is what we want, as it will ensure good stoping ground in the 
back, as well as below the 200 ft. level. The lode in main shaft continues to 
yield good copper rock; over 200 tons have been laid aside for milling. This 
will go on increasing until sufficientground is laid open to warrant the workin 
of the mill, which, I anticipate, will be next spring. The pieces of copper an 
gopper rock which I submit to you were taken from the east level and main 
shatt No. 2 lode, the characterand richness of which need no comment from 
me. I have had opportunities of acquainting myself with all the leading mines 
on the north and south shores of Lake Superior, and, judging from the general 
formation and other indications, I do not hesitate to say that you possess a pro- 
perty as promising as any in that entire region. 

The CHAIRMAN said that was Capt. Prideaux’s report, and he was present for 
the purpose ofelucidating any point ittmight be necessary to explain,and he 
was prepared to answer any questions any shareholders might wish to ask. 
They had nothIng to conceal, but everything to disclose. The more the report 
was examined the more satisfactory it would be to the directors. They had gone 
into it themselves minutely, and they felt very much encouraged that the pro- 
perty was reported upon so well, and that they were able to say there was a 
good future before them. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. MACFIE said it was hardly necessary to say that the board felt consider- 
able satisfaction with the report given to-day, and that satisfaction was greater 
when they considered the difficulties the board had met with since the recon- 
struction of the company. Shareholders would bc pleased to hear that not- 
withstanding the limited number of shares that had been issued they were to- 
day within 600/. of the total settlement of the debt of the old company, besides 
which they had been able to help provide the manager of the mine with a suffi- 
cient amount of money to pay all the working expenses. They had in hand 
when the final call of Ss, a share was made on the shares now issued about 40271. 
According to Capt. Prideaux’s report they would require 800/.a month for ten 
months before the mine could be put into such a position as would pay the 
shareholders. That meant they wanted 8000/. It was plain, therefore, that 
they could not dispense with a further issue of shares, and it was proposed that 
previous to caliing up the instalments, which the might regard as sure, the 
board should make a further issue of 5000 shares of the remaining 10,000, which, 
with the 40002. in hand would make up the sum they required—9000/.

Capt. PRIDEAUX, after a few remarks from Mr. BATTERS, said that the samples 
of rock which he held in his hand came from No. 2 shaft, and was worth from 
7to 10 per cent. in copper. It was the true bearing copper of Lake Superior. 
What he had ee home with him was a very fair sample of the leaders, 
which were 2 ft. wide, and worth from 7 to 10 percent. A level had been run, 
and they had got on to the lode, which, at the end, was looking better than it 
did at the beginning.

BIRDSEYE CREEK GOLD MINING COMPANY. 


The annual general meeting of shareholders was held at the offices 
of the company, Dashwood House, New Broad-street, on Tuesday,— 
Mr. J.T. P. PEcuEy (the Chairman) presiding. 

Mr. W. J. LAVINGTON (the secretary) read the notice calling the 
meeting. The report and accounts were taken as read. 

Tha CHAIRMAN said that before making any comments upon the 
report he would express the satisfaction he felt, in which he was 
sure they would all join, at seeing amongst them once again their 
old and esteemed colleague, Mr. Bowe. (Hear, hear.) The direc- 
tors had stated in their report how deeply they were indebted to 
that gentleman for his services in California. It was not every enter- 
prise in the present day which had a director capable of going 
abroad and spending three years on the property, corresponding 
with the directors, and keeping them fully informed of all that was 
going on. Almost the last thing Mr. Bowe did was to go up to the 
mine, and meet the com =S auditor, Mr. Rogers, who was at the time on a 
visit to the property, 6 shareholders were also much indebted to Mr. Rogers 
for the very able and lucid reports he had sent home, after consultation with 
Mr. Bowe, Mr. Goodwin, and Mr. Welton, who had been a mining engineer 
during twenty-five years, many of which he had been engaged almost exclu- 
sively in hydraulic mining. No one could read the reports from the mine with- 
out feeling convinced that the company had a very valuable property; but, 
ren at the accounts for the past twelve months, he was forcibly reminded 
that the value of these hydraulic mines depended upon the water supply. 
The supply of water, as the shareholders were aware, had been very intermittent 
—in ey had been almost entirely without it during the present season, but 
the shareholders would not be unprepared for that statement, The directors 
sent out * circular on Feb. 19,in which Mr. Goodwin stated that he was not 
washing at all. Instead of beginning washing in the beginning of December, 
83 was usually done, it was almost April before they got to work at all, and 
that showed in the decreased returns, which fell to 13,000/, in the past year from 
about 20,000/, in the previous year. If the directors had closed their accounts 
when the washing stopped a larger amount would have been shown, for there 
Were not only the cost of the Uncle 8am claim and the Pechey tunnel to come 
off the xmount of profit of 2100/., but there were also the expenses which were 
going on during the months of enforced idleness, when there was no water to 
wash with. If they had read Mr. Rogers’ report they would remember that the 
Uncle Sam claim and the hoisting-works were expected to get to work about the 
beginning of November next. The Pechey tunnel had been completed, but on 
April 30 last the company was left with an overdraft in California of 1400/. That 
Smount had been paid off. On the whole, looking at the mines he might con-

ooked at the San Francisco papers and saw that almost every other hydraulic 
Mine in California, owned by Californians, had been making heavy calls as the 
result of the debris question and the bad season, he certainly thought

on not ng made no calls, but that they stood with a balance of profit 
during the of year. (Hear, hear.) Having referred to the financial year, 
ended April 30, the shareholders would expect him to justify what was stated in 
the report regarding the productive capability of the claims, and that they were 
never in a better condition for profitable working, and that the directors hoped 
dividends would be r din D ber. In the beginning of June the di- 
rectors received a telegram of the result of the working for May, which was

vantage, owing to washing through the old outlet) and $8000 from the Neece 
and West claim. The shareholders were not all aware that during the past 
few days the directors had received a telegram showing the working for 
June. When the manager sent the telegram for June he stated that he was 
about to commence washing through the new tunnel. The telegram stated 
that the returns from the Red Dog claim for June were $12,500 and $7000 
from the Neece and West, making $31,000 for the first two months of the 
financial year, which were the largest returns which had ever been 

in the mine. (Cheers.) Now, what wasthe cost? The water cost $6000; the 
Uncle Sam claim took $3000, so there were $9000 which, under ordinary circum- 
stances would not be put against the returns forthe two months. Then they 
had paid off a loan of $1400, and the manager had sent home a remittance of 
$300), which laid a good foundation for a dividendin December. But he had 
something better to tell them, Year by year he had pointed out that the di- 
rectors hoped the water company would increase its storage capacity, and that 
the time would come when they could purchase water throughout the year. 
The directors were very much struck with a remark of Mr. Rogers in the report 
which he sent home, in which he stated that plenty of water could be bought 
all the year round if the claims justified it. This was the first time the direc- 
tors had heard that such was the case, The directors thought the time had 
come when one of the claims would justify the purchase of water at the cost of 
$3000 per month. The directors wrote to the manager to ask him whether he 
saw his way to make such an arrangement, and whether he was able to purchase 
the water. He was glad to say the manager had sent home an answer to the 
effect] that he had arranged to purchase water on the Red Dog claim which 
would carry him till such time as the mill was completed on Uncle Sam, and 
they were making profitable returns, which he hoped would be in Dec>mber. 
That made a new starting-point, for the months of enforced idleness ate up the 
profits upon the busy time, and also made additional cost. Therefore, the di- 
rectors had reason to believe that the washing would be continuous in future,and 
he thought they were perfectly justified in the anticipations, wore Bg of 
realised, which were held out at the time the report was issued—that if they 
were to continue the washing they would be well repaid in the future. They 
had wiped off the debt in Oalifornia, and they had received remittances which 
put them well on towards another dividend, He hoped in future the directors 
would be able to pay regular and continuous dividends. Mr. Bowe, who was 
present, was not very well, and, therefore, he would not ask that gentleman to 
makeany general statement, but he would ask Mr. Bowe, two or three questions. 

Mr. J. EB. Bowe gave technical details relative to the position of the different 
workings, and said that on the whole the property was now in a better position 
to make profits than for any time during several years, and he did not see any 
reason why the results should not be very satisfactory. (Cheers.) He might 
mention that the report of Mr. Rogers was aa an intelligent a report as any 
man could possibly write. Mr, Rogers was very thorough in his examination. 

The CHAIRMAN then formally moved the adoption of the report and accounts, 

Mr. A. G, KITCHING seconded the motion. 

Mr. Geo. BaTress said the statement of the Chairman, and the information 
given by Mr. Bowe, placed the true situation of the company so clearly before 
the shareholders that they could not fail to understand it. It was most gratify- 
ing to know that in future they would have a continuous supply of water. The 
shareholders should not lose sight of the fact that they had a very extensive 
tract of drift ground, and everything went to prove that the company pos- 
sessed a property which was likely to prove rich for very many years to come. 

After a short discussion the resolution was put and carried. 

On the motion of Mr. GEORGE BATTERS, seconded by a SHAREHOLDER, Mr. 
J.T. P. Pechey was re-elected a director. 

On the motion of Mr. STEEL, the auditors, Mr, 0. O. Rogers, and Mr. C. Hop- 
kinson, were re-appointed, and a vote of thanks having been passed to the 
Chairman and directors the proceedings terminated. 





FRONTINO AND BOLIVIA (SOUTH AMERICAN) 
GOLD MINING COMPANY. 


The half-yearly meeting of shareholders was held at the Cannon- 

street Hotel, on Tuesday, 
Mr. RICHARD DONAGAN in the chair. 

Mr, J. JAMESON TRURAN (the secretary) read the notice conven- 
ing the meeting, and the report of the directors was taken as read. 

The CHAIRMAN said :—It will no doubt be in the recollection of 
the shareholders that I was one of those directors who was elected 
at the last meeting in January, and I will, therefore, ask your kind 
consideration seeing that my apprenticeship to the Frontino and 
Bolivia has not extended over years, but has only been six months. 
The first resolution that I have to propose is that the accounts of 
the company to Dec, 30, 1882, having been examined and audited, 
be passed and allowed, and that the directors’ report now presented be received 
andadopted. Before asking anyone tosecond that resolution I propose to make 
a few remarks chiefly upon the report. The first matter that is mentioned in 
the directors’ report, and, tiierefore, the first matter I propose to deal with is 
the expenditure on capital account. We, first of all, comment upon the profits 
that they are in excess of the previous six months which, of course, is very satis- 
factory, but the chief point to mention is a little adjustment of the accounts 
that we propose to make on this occasion. The expenditure on capital account 
from June 30 to Dec. 30, 1882, is as mentioned in the report 8823/, A variety 
of payments have been made which when strictly calculated just exceed that 
amount, and inasmuch as the expenditure that has already been made was in 
excess of the capital before the new capital had been raised the result is that 
the expenditure which has been made in connection with the company exceeds 
even the present amount of the capital, while, on the other hand, there has 
been a constant increment of the amount standing to the credit of profit and 
loss account which it has not been possible for the company to avoid from the 
simple circumstance that it has been all spent in another eh This leads to 
a slight dissatisfaction, because there appears at the credit of the accounts a 
considerable sum which many think might as well be divided, whereas it cannot 
be for the reason I have stated. In order to adjust matters as far as may be we 
propose to take from the profit and loss account some portion of this large sum 
which has been expended in another way and to credit it to capital account, and 
the amount that we propose on the present occasion to deal with is a sum of 
12,0002. ; if, therefore, the 12,0002. is written off from the profit and loss it will 
reduce the 38,000/, to 26,000/., it will also have the effect of reducing the expen- 
diture on capital account within the capital of the company, and leave the sum 
of 11002, or thereabout available for the expenditure which has taken place since. 
That is a matter which will put the account in a very healthy and comfortable 
state, and the directors, therefore, recommend that upon this occasion the sen- 
timents of the sharehclders should be asked, and if they should be of the same 
opinion then it shall be done upon the next occasion. eare now on July 31, 
and these accounts are only to Dec. 30, and we have half-yearly meetings, and, 
therefore, when the next meeting is held we should take the accounts to June 20, 
but we propose to make this retrospective, so that the accounts to June 30 which 
are not made ur shall when they are made up include the alteration that 
is now proposed. There are a few matters of detail that have been introduced 
into the accounts on this occasion which perhaps may speak for themselves, but 


in case it may not be clearly understood [ should like to observe that there has 


been for a series of years appearing on this accountamongst sundry creditors an 
item of a claim in dispute 28922, »* the earlier years of the company 28922. had 
been charged—that is the amount of the alleged claim. That was written down 
on the other side as a claim not paid, but in dispute, and it so remained, but 
fortunately we have a statute of limitation, and the period for asserting the claim 
has long ago expired; it, therefore, seems a farce to carry this thing on any 
longer, therefore we propose the claim in dispute, which is no longer a claim, 
should disappear from the side of liability, and should be obliterated by reducing 
the old expenditure to that extent. There is an item of 1498/., which has also 
for many years appeared as a defalcation, ag A a former officer of the com- 
pany, and which was considered asa good debt. ell, the circumstances are that 
only a portion of the purchase-money was paid, and the remainder of the purchase- 
money was to be paid whenever a contingency occurred of a sufficiency of divi- 
dend. It is a question whether that has ever occurred; but pending the 
question some of the vendors—for there are more than one—have been settled 
with by a payment of 1500/., and the payment for purchase of mines has been 
increased by thai. The other part remains unsettled, but I think the time 
is not far distant when it will be. Whatever we have to pay, if anything, will 
be charged as an addition towards the 500C/., and this defalcation account will 
also be applied to the account, because it curiously happened that the person 
who made the defalcation was entitled to a share of the unpaid purchase- 
money. On the subject of unclaimed dividends it has been the custom of the 
company to carry the full dividend to a separate account, as is often the case, 
and there leave it. But now that several dividends have been paid a number of 
them have accumulated and have not been claimed. There are provisions in the 
Articles for the forfeiture of the dividends not claimed within a certain time, 
and we propose to exercise that power as to those unclaimed dividends after a 
sufficient length of time; but in oraer to put that on a proper footing, before 

roceeding to forfeiture, we have introduced the item of unclaimed dividends. 
Ko shareholder must assume that there is 255/. to be forfeited, because, as ex- 
plained in the report, the dividend of December was to the 15th, and the ac- 
counts were made up to the 30th, so that at that time there were warrants in 
the pes oy course of payment which have come in since. There is over 1001. 
odd which is unclaimed by old shareholders, which will be made the subject of 
forfeiture, and no doubt future dividends will be forfeited when the proper time 
has elapsed after they are declared. An alteration has also been made in the ac- 
counts by which the profit and loss account is stated in a manner which I think 
will, perhaps, be more clear to the shareholders. Formerly we started with a 
large balance. There were the receipts upon gold sales and profits on the Ex- 
change; on the other side the company’s expenditure and the balance to the 
credit of the account was increased, and by deducting the original amount from 
the increased amount you arrived at the profit. We have altered in this way, to 
put the gold sales and profit on exchange ou one side, and the expenses for the 
half-year during the time the gold was raised ; and on the other the difference 
between the two is profit, and then carrying down what is undivided, adding 
profit realised in the half-year under review, and deducting on the other side 
the dividends declared, we arrive at the same balance that would have been 
arrived at by the other form of account; but the chief object is, it shows at a 
glance the profit made in the half-year under review. These little alterations 
being made in the accounts now presented to you leads the way towards 
what I mentioned in first commencing these remarks—that the balance 
of 38,0002. standing to profit and loss account should be reduced by an amount 
equivalent to the expenditure made on capital account out of it. It has been 
explained although there is a balance it is not available in consequence of its 
ss been expended ina a of ways. There is the debt from the Antio- 

uia Company, and other causes for the application of that, and, in addition to 





that, there is what has been really spent in improvements of the property on 


strictly speaking capital account. By making a transfer of profits it will be 
adjusted so far. and a sum of 11002, be left in hand. Ido not mean to say that 
that will be a final thing ; further payments have to be made on capital account 
which will be subject to further adjustment, and at a meeting or two hence we 
may ask you vo transfer a further sum still, and so close the capital account, and 
put all matters st: ht.

penses the result is 70/. profit, It is a great disappointment to have to announce 
that result, but still at the same time, as I mentioned, there are causes for it, The

fluenced by the water. A company has been formed in this country recently 
for the purpose of working some properties adjoining the Frontino and Bolivia, 
or nearly so, and they are possessed not only of mining property, but also of 
some water rights at some distance from their properties. That water itis in- 
tended to bring by means of something similar to our aqueduct on to their pro- 
perties, and for a considerable portion of their way, for nearly 6 miles, they 
would run nearly parallel with us, and, moreover, it happens a portion of that 
6 miles is over the most troublesome and expensive partof the line. Itis, 
therefore, suggested by the parties who are the owners that instead of the com- 
ay! constructing a parallel line they should be allowed a way-leave over ours 
or the purpose of bringing their water, and the consideration they pre-pose to 
give us is a portion of water they so bring in. Of course there are a variety of 
questions in connection with this. At the present moment the acqueduct is our 
own, and used by us alone, whereas under this arrangement, although it would 
be our own property, yet at the same time it would be used by another property, 





, and, therefore, a partnership would be established which may be productive 


of some little inconvenience while on the other hand we have the ad- 
vantage of an additional supply of water secured by that means, The 
directors have hesitated with regard to this before coming to a final decision, 
and have soug!it in conference some of the large shareholders on the subject. 
At that interview the opinion was expressed that it was most essential that 
further water should be obtained, and, therefore, if proper terms could be ar- 
ranged as to having a constant supply out of the new water that it might be a 
very desirable thing to entertain it, and no doubt some expression of opinion 
will be elicited on that point at this meeting. I think now the only subject 
that I have to mention is that we are very sorry that Mr. White should have 
been prevented from returning to his duties at the mines, but I understand it 
has been entirely unavoidable on his part. His great anxiety has been to be at 
his post as soon as he possibly could, but under some unfortunate circumstances 
in] which he has been placed he found it impossible to leave Engiand.

The two mines which had most deceived 
them had been the Silencio and the Cordoba. They had been short of rich minerals 
in those two mines, particularly the Silencio, which had been their mainstay ; 
now the Cordoba had already returned to its former brilliant produce, and they 
had also from their agent a special report ou the Silencio Mine, dated June 15, 
which showed that notwithstanding the drawbacks and delay they had had in 
bringing that mine to a satisfactory state; there was every reason to suppose 
that there would be very little further delay before the working of the mine 
could be conducted on much more ical arrang nts than hitherto. 
The works which had been constructed to that eud were nearly all completed, 
aud they consisted principally of improved means of extracting the mineral from 
the mine. Furthermore, the surveys and measurements which had been made 
throughout the mine, and the results of the work were satisfactory, and the 
amount of mineral which they had at command showed that although there 

ad been a certain amount of paralization in the Silencio Mine owing to 
the ch in the pumping and so forth, yet there had been a gain 
in the mine of 602 square fathoms of ground a t ome year, which mast 
represent over 6000 tons of mineral gained. The falling off in the mineral might 
lead one to imagine that there was a falling off in the richness of the mine, but 
that was not so. The present state of Silencio Mine was perfectly shown in s 
plan which they had just received. He thought that now the Silencio would 
very soon return to its old average of 1% to 14 oz., and possibly it might go to 
2 or 2% ozs., as it was many years ago, especially in the southern part of the mine, 
where they had very rich ground indeed. The remarks with reference to the high 
costs of the mines were very difficult to answer in detail ata meeting ; but, in re- 
spect to labour, it must be borne in mind that their average wage, taking the 
common workmen, who constituted the larger proportion, into account, together 
with the skilled workmen, was 3s. 4d. a day, and the provision coate ran up to 1s., 
making an average cost, without including salaries of employees, 4s. 44. a day. 
In addition, of course, they had their costs of stores, and so forth; and he might 
state that ordinary mining stores, packed conveniently for transport on mules, 
cost in the country about three timesas much as their original ost here in Eng- 
land. A stamphead, which cost in England about 1/., cost them as nearly as 
possible 41. at the mines. The reduction which they might make in the cost 
of working the mines depended apon the carrying out of the plans they had jor 
perfecting their working, and the carrying out of those plans was a rather 
tedious and difficult affair. They never could work economically or sytematio- 
ally when they were not supplied with known amounts of money to spend. 
Nearly all the work they were doing of organisation in the Silencio and of perfect- 
ing the Cordoba was being done out of revenue,and it was a question every mouth 
how large a slice the agent could take out to invest in the mines, With re- 
spect to the Pocuné aqueduct, it had answered the expectation formed of it, and 
had supplied the estimated amount of water, but if they coald make arrange- 
ments to get more water it would be useful; he thoaght it would be 
a wise thing to do so. Circumstances had happened which rendered it very ad- 
vantageous to the company to ootain more water than was originally contem- 
plated. He thought that they were very fortunate indeed that cheir mines had 
been able to stand tue storm; seven or eight years ago, without flattering the 
present management too mach, there was no doubt that the storm woul have 
swept away half their mines, and stopped working them possibly a month or 
longer, as had happened in a neighbouring mine, by no means badly managed, 
but less protected against floods. The agent’s report with regard to Oordoba 
confirmed what he had stated, and it would return them £800 a month, and 
ultimately go to 1000, while at Silencio they would be able to haul about 1200 
tons a month when the works in execution were completed, and the working 
costs would be reduced to below $7°50 per ton. Last month the working costes were 
$8.75 cents, so that both in Cordoba and Silencio they might hope to see those 














improvements he had spoken of in his report, 
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The Onairman said, in reply to a question, that Mr. R. B. White was the con- 
sulting — to the Colom ning Corporation. 

The ion for the adoption of the report was then put and carried 
unanimously. 

It was resolved that the sum of 12,000/. be written off from the profit and loss 
account, and ted to account of expenditure on new capital.

As the funds on hand at 
the present date only amounted to about 2500/. it would be necessary if it was 
decided to continue operations to make a further call on the new shares, and it 
was proposed that the sum to be called in the meantime should be 1/. Ss. per 


share. 

The CHAIRMAN expressed regret that they could not report the 
result of any crushings at the mine. During the year the company 
lost their engineer, Mr. Severn, by death, and Mr. M‘Alpine, a member 
of the board, who went out to superintend and assist Mr. Severn and 
do what he could in panting forward the work, was unfortunately 
laid down with fever. r. M‘Alpine, before being attacked by fever and com- 

lled to return tothis country, had the opportunity of inspecting the mines with 

r. Severn for a few days, and he was thus able to give a report of his visit. 
Mr. Oakley, the assistant-engineer, who was put in charge, was, he under- 
stood, a young man of very considerable promise, and Mr. M‘Alpine had 
formed a very high opinion of his abilities. He was, however, only an 
onganenys he bad never had any practical experience of mining, or at least 
gold mining, before. But Mr. M‘Alpine was perfectly satisfied that he 
was a thoroughly honest and competent engineer, and that, with practice 
and a littls attention, he might ultimately come to be a very serviceable 
man to the company as a gent! ble of taking charge of their works 
He might point out to the shareholders the fact that while the company’s 
funds were pretty nearly exhausted there was stilla call of 2/. 103. to be made 
on the new shares. It was proposed to eall up 1. 5s., and that would yield 
6250/., which would give the commen’. a chance of developing the property for 
another six months. He considered it better that this money should be called 
up in the meantime, before the workr were gone further on with, than that the 
shareholders should be assessed in damages. The directors considered that in 
the interests of the shareholders it would be wise to spend the money in 
developing the property of the company to the last extremity rather 
than be called upon to pay the money in any other way. (Hear, hear.)

pectations are held out to them which are not likely to be verified. This con- 
tentment leads them to keep up their connection with an enterprise, and to 
persevere with it, and, consequently, results in their sharing that good fortune 
which invariably awaits the judicious and intelligent investor. (Oheers.) 
Now, gentlemen, I am aware that in connection with every company you will 
fiud persons who cannot be strictly described as business men, and those are 
the parties most unquestionably who make their losses through their own im- 
prudence and impatience. If you want an iilustration of the truth of these 
observations you have a very striking one in the case of West Kitty, and the 
shareholders in this company must keep the history of that mine before them 
if they wish rightly to appreciate their own investment.

Mr. CouzEys: With respect to the sinking, good progress has been made at 
Thomas’ shaft ? 

Capt. VivIAN said that was so. They were down 10 fathoms, and had about 
10 fathoms more to sink, At the 20 fathom level in West Kitty they began to 
make tin, and it got better and better as they went down. When the lode was 
at its worst they were generally near a rich bunch; he mentioned this in order 
that the shareholders might not be disheartened when they read in his report 
that the ground was like West Kitty when it was poor. (Hear, hear.) 

The resolution was then put and carried unanimously, 

Mr. Oovuzens said he had great pleasure in moving the next resolution, al- 
though, being a considerable shareholder, itaffected him personally. Still, he had 
a in proposing a call, because he had the fullest confidence in New Kitty, 

e was exceedingly pleased with the Chairman’s address‘to-day, as well as with 
the report of Capt. Vivian; in fact, Mr. Reynolds had put the case as clearly 
concisely, and convincingly as any man could do, He (Mr. Couzens) had the 
same reasons for confidence in New Kitty as he had at the time he first bought 
his shares, with the exception that those reasons were stronger, and had been 
strengthened by time. It was unnecessary to repeat what those reasons were, 
because he had frequently stzted them at previous meetings, He stated them 
at the last meeting, and he now felt all ‘that he then expressed. He had 
since paid a vist to Cornwall, and gone over the New Kitty property. He 
had stood at Thomas’ shaft, and had seen what had been brought up 
from the lode, which was everything that could be desired. He was glad that 
Capt. Viviar explained about the lode being poor at present, and what it meant, 
for the explanstion had brightened the shareholders’ hopes and increased their 
confidence. Success in this mine was only a question of time, and he believed 
that New Kitty would prove a great prize, for it had a splendid sett in its pos- 
session, and could be worked very cheaply. The Old Polbreen part of the sett 
had proved rich to former workers, and had paid 40,000/. in dividends from that 
part of the mine alone, Therefore, there was every reason to hope for rich 
deposits in the portion of New Kitty which they were at present working.

WHEAL COATES MINE COMPANY. 


The four-monthly meeting of shareholders was held at the offices 
of the company, Walbrook, on Tuesday, 

The Hon. ASHLEY PoNsONBY (the Chairman) presiding. 

Mr. FREDK. J. HARVEY (the secretary) read the notice calling the 
meeting. The statement of accounts (copies of which were distri- 
tributed in the meeting), showing a balance of cash at the bankers 
of 7401. 4s. 7d., with no liabilities due and unpaid, was taken as read. 

The CHAIRMAN said: Gentlemen, I think we may congratulate 
ourselves ; although we are not in a position to declare a dividend 
the mine is looking extremely healthy. You will see by Capt. 
Vivian’s report that the low percentage of tin has prevented us 
making the profits which we otherwise should have made. The ma- 
chinery is in good order, and working well, and altogether I think 
we are in @ very prosperous condition. I may mention another 
pleasant fact, and that is that the whole of the calls have been paid- 
up, and there are no defaulters of any sort or kind, which shows 
the confidence the adventurers have in our concern, because if they 
had not confidence there would be a difficulty in getting inthe calls. The shares 
are extremely well held, The report of Capt. Vivian I will not comment upon, 
but [ think it is extremely satisfactory. I may mention that we have a consi- 
derable lot of copper ; that copper is valued by some gentlemen as high as 20/. 
per fathom, and by others at 15/. per fathom. Capt. Vivian, who is always cau- 
tious, says 15/.per fathom, other gentlemen put the value at 20/.; but the 
captain likes to be onthe safe side. Atany rate, it isa satisfactory find, and will 
tend to produce confidence inthe adventure. (Hear, hear.) We have in hand, 
as you willsee by the statement of accounts, the sum of 740/, 4s. 7d.; the next 
pay day is Aug, 3, and after that date we shall only have 140/. or 150/. in hand ; 
therefore, we must make a call on the present occasion, and it will be for you to 
decide as to the amount of thecall, I may tell youthat we have from 100/. to 150/. 
worth of copper now on the mine which is waiting to be sold when a good time 
comes, You will observe, by looking back at the ‘accounts, that in Wesch last 
we sold for 57/, 10s. per ton; then there was a fall to 56/. 5s., and it remained at 
that price for some little time, but it has again gone up to 57/, 10s. This does 
not show that violent rise and fall which generally happen in speculation. It 
isa steady fall and a steady rise, and in consequence I think we may hope to 
have good times in that way. (Hear, hear.) I myself do not wish to see tin at 
too high a price, as it generally leads to too rapid fluctuations; but a good steady 
mercantile rise and fall, which shows a good wholesome state of things, is much 
better for us. I hope to see our black tin get up to 602. or 65/, per ton, which ig 
a safe and satisfactory price for us. (Oheers.) The agent’s report will now 
be read. Report read, as follows :— 

July 30.—I beg to hand you the following report. Since the last meeting of 
shareholders we have suspended all tutwork operations on the old lode in con- 
sequence of the low percentage of tin to the ton of stuff produced from that 
lode—about 18 lbs. of tin to the ton of stuff. We continue the tributing opera- 
tions on this lode as far as we find the same to yieldany profit. The pitches 
are now reduced from 13 to eight in number; the result of this will be we shall 
reduce our drawing, stamping, and ae expenses nearly one-half, effecting 
a saving in labour cost, &c., of about 50/. per month, which will more than 
compensatejfor the little less quautity of tin we may sell, as it is only the poorest 
of the tribute ground that we have suspended. We have driven 9 fms. east ou 
the south lode at the 70, and byarise from the 80 communicated this levol, 
laying open a large section of tribute ground, and also well ventilating the 8) 
cross-cut south towards the West Kitty lode. We have now resumed the driv- 
ing of this cross-cut at 10/7, 10s, per fathom, and from the numerous 
highly mineralised branches we have intersected here we think that 
the said lode cannot be many fathoms south from the present end. 
We are also driving a cross-cut at the 60 with six men to intersect the West 
Kitty lode. I purpose to push on the cross-cuts at the 80 and 60 with all speed, 
as it must be remembered that cross-cutting is the life and soul of mining. In 
the 70 west, south lode, we have driven 12 fms., the lode in which has now be- 
come very productive for copper ore of superior quality, from which we have 
raised about 100/. worth of copper, which we have now at surface in course of 
preparation for the market. Our copper prospects were never so good as at the 
present time, and nearly all the ore spoken of above has been broken from the 
mine within the last week or 10 days. We have now driven through 5 fms. of 
ground worth 15/, per fathom. We shall now be stoping this ground, from 
which good returns of copper will be realised. Our cost in the last four months 
has been higher than it would have been, in consequence of having a new fly- 
wheel to the stamping-engine, and considerable repairs to the boiler of the 
pumping-engine.

The CHAIRMAN; I will now move that the statement of accounts and the 
manager’s report be approved and —— I may say that since the last meet- 
ing we have been well recejved by the Duchy of Cornwall and by the other 
lords, who have made a reduction, and allowed the concession of dues to remain 
another year. This proves that they fjnd we are doing our work well, and that 
they are thoronghly satisfied we are doing justice to the mine. (Cheers.) , 

Mr. Joun B.Reywoups: I have much pleasure in seconding the motion, and in 
doing so 1 would just remark that I have confidence in this mine; but if I said 
I had confidence in the old steam-engine which we have on the mine I should 
say what is not true. 1 did not intend to mention it again to-day, but when I 
first went to the mine I said the engine was byilt in the year 1800. That is 
a long time ago, (Hear, hear, and a laugh). I really believe that Wheal Coates, 
after a time, and after it has been properly tested and worked in a miner-like 
way will turn out 9 dividend mine, (Hear, hear.) That is my belief, but I 
should be misleading you if I told you we should ever get dividends as long 48 
the engine is used which we are now compelled to be satisfied with. The engine 
is equal to doing its present work, but you must bear in mind that as you make 
discoveries at Wheal Coates you will probably have a large quantity of water to 
deal with. On the way to the office this morning Oapt. Vivian told me that we 
have a lot of water in connection with this copper lode.

Now, Oaptain Vivian, with his usual caution, has 
been very carefu! indeed not to say much about the copper, but he told me 08 
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the way to the office this morning that you had really got into alarge vault 
or open space in the lode, from which much water is coming. Iam almost 
ashamed to see such a small attendance here today. Men who do not take 
sufficient interest Sin their property to look after it deserve to lose it. (Hear, 
hear.) I should like to 7, with respect to the calls (which have been all paid) 
that they have not been all paid without some little difficulty. There have been 
two or three gentlemen who hung Now we will not permit this in this 
office. If people will not without pressure meet the calls which arefmade, they 
will be made to pay. (Hear, hear.) The members of the committee contend 
that as all the shareholders take the benefit, so all the shareholders should 
equally bear the burder, (Hear, hear.) Of course, you are just in that position 
in which many mining companies have found,themselves before; those com- 

nies which have come out well have shown spirit and common sense, and 
from such circumstances as we are in today they have come out profitable un- 
dertakings. It is for the shareholders of this company to say whether they 
will realise the results which I think are not far distant. I have great pleasure 
in seconding the resolution which has been so ably and cheerfully moved by 
you, sir, an allow me to say how glad we are to see you with us. (Hear, hear.) 

A SHAREHOLDER : I would like to ask Oapt. Vivian how long will the present 
engine do its work ; what will be the probable cost of a new engine; and how 
soon may we look forward tocutting the West Kitty lode? 

Capt. Vivian: You have heard my report. have not said very much 
about the copper. At the last meeting I had to tell you that we had an 
improvement in the south lode for tin, I may say this tin has given place to 
copper. We went on driving and we had a better quality of tinstuff from which 
we are getting the greater portion of our tin. The old lode which they have 
been working upon for years has been almost exhausted, and they have not 
been opening up more ground. That lode, asI say, was almost exhausted, so 
weturned our attention during the past four months to the working of the 
south lode, and in the last month we have come across some copper. At first I 
paid but little attention to it, but as we went on it improved and improved, and 
I began to look the thing straight in the face, seeing that the lode was going west- 
ward to the old Wheal Charlotte, which, before my time at St. Agnes was worked 
by Messrs. Taylor some 30 or 40 years ago, when it wasa very productive mine for 
copper. It was worked downto the 170. Seeing that our copper was coming in 
in that direction I looked atit. We cut a cross-course which is letting out 
pretty much water ; on Friday last we cut into the lode above, and it let out so 
much water that it drowned the engine for about 24 hours, but it afterwards 
subsided. We have not yet done ner teen | to the lode unless they may have 
commenced to-day. I told Capt. Tredinnick tc goto work again. But it really 
looks, gentlemen, as if we were brought into a great course of copper ore. 
(Cheers.) Still, I do not say that it is so, but it looks very much like it, seeing 
that it isin a copper district. Therefore, I attach very great importance to 
this point. We are now driving the 80 and 60 cross-cuts south towards the 
West Kitty lode. This is a matter which has been in hand long before the mine 
came into this office—the cutting of West Kitty lode. You know West Kitty is 
arich mine; it declared a dividend of between 3000/. and 4000/. last week. If we 
get anything like that in Wheal Coates we shall havea rich mine. We have 
two cross-cuts, one atthe 80 and the other at the 60. Some people say wh 
drive two cross-cuts? The answer is because it takes a long time to do, and if 
we drove one cross-cut and cut rich then there would be nearly a year thrown 
away before we could drive up the other cross-cut,and get in and open up the 
lode. But now we should at once puta winze through and take away the 
mineral at once; and seeing what the copper is doing at present, and how it has 
been turning out for the last three or four weeks, if that continues, and we meet- 
again in 16 weeks, we shall be ina very different position. (Oheers.) 

With regard to the cost of a new engine, Capt. VIVIAN went on to say 
that he was not prepared to say off-hand what it wouldbe. He believeda 
second-hand engine} could jbe found in the county, which would be suitable for 
all the purposes required. They would require larger pitwork, but the present 
two boilers would be sufficient, so no additional boiler power would be required. 
He would also point out that whilst the new engine was being put up all work 


underground would have to be suspended, which, of course, would tend to add 
to the cost, It would take about a month to put in the new engine and the 
larger pitwork, 


A SHAREHOLDER: If we find copper we must put up copper-dressing appli- 
ances ?——Oapt. VIVIAN said the appliances for dressing copper were very simple, 
and could be put up for about 1502, or 2002. 

A SHAREHOLDER: How long will it take to get to West Kitty lode ?——Capt. 
Vivian said they had 12 or 15 fms. more to drive at the 80 fm. level. The West 
Kitty lode backed in the cliff, and it was necessary to calculate the underlie, but 
he should say about 15 fms. would do it, and they were now driving about 24 fms. 
permonth. He should like to cut the lode before they put in the new engine. 

Mr. M. Ropins said he was much satisfied with the information which had 
been given regarding the various points, and the prospects of the mine. 

Capt. VivIAN, in reply to a further observation, said: I am very hopeful 
about this copper. A change from tinto copper means a mere small out- 
lay, but a change from copper to tin is a very expensive business. In West 
Kitty we have spent in the last two years 4000/. in laying out dressing-floors, 
but the mode of dressing copper is so simple that it costs very little. You 
could not see prettier specimens of copper ore than have been sent up from the 
mine, and as the lode is going in the direction of the Wheal Charlotte Mine, I 
am very hopeful. If we cut a good copper lode we could pay for a new engine, 
and pay dividends as well. 

Mr. LENNox said that when he was in Cornwall last week he went over Wheal 
Coates. The machinery appeared to be in good order, and as far as he could 
ascertain the mine was being developed with economy, and the worthless part 
had been relinquished. The new copper lode was very rich and promising, and 
people in the district believed it to be the Wheal Charlotte lode. He was exceed- 
ingly satisfied with the prospects of the mine. The quality of the copper was 
exceedingly good, and if they shortly cut the West Kitty lode as well their 
period of solicitude would be past, and the shareholders might look forward to 
the returns on the money which they had invested. 

Mr. PAYNE endorsed what Mr. Lennox had said regarding the excellent pro- 
spects of the mine, and also expressed his entire approval of the management, 

The resolution was then put, and carried unanimously. 

Onthe motion of the CHAIRMAN, seconded by Mr. Payne, acall of 1s, per 
share was made, payable on or before Aug. 16. 

The audit and finance committee were then re-elected, with thanks to them 
for their services, and a cordial vote of thanks having been passed to the Ohair- 
man, the meeting broke up. 


NEW HOLMBUSH MINING COMPANY. 


An extraordinary general meeting of this company was held at 
the Guildhall Tavern on Thursday, July 26, 

Mr. D. Syxss, J.P., in the chair. 

Mr. C, J. SCHNEIDAU (the secretary) having read the notice call- 
ing the meeting, 

The CHAIRMAN said: Gentlemen, we hoped that we should have 
had a very much larger meeting, but I may say that about ten days 
ago we had a meeting of a few of our very large shareholders, and 
explained the position of matters to them, and took their opinions 
and advice as to what was the best course to proceed upon, in view 
of our raising more money to continue the working of this mine. 
I need hardly say to you, gentlemen, after having written to several 
of you as I have done, that I have as great confidence in the Holm- 
bush Mine, and also in the Redmoor, asIever had. But it has 
taken a larger amount of money to develope the property than we ever an- 
ticipated. I ought to say that,in the first instance, we took the advice of the 
best experts we could find as to the amount of capital that we should raise for 
the purpose of developing this mine, and the result was that we were informed 
that we should haveJample with the amount which we allotted. The sum 
that we asked people to subscribe was 40,000/.,in 10,000 shares of 4/.each. Of 
those I think 6,300 shares were allotted in the first instance, and we had made 
an arrangement with the Financial Oompany of the Oity of London to get off a 
considerable number of shares; in fact, they told us they would get off the 
whole of the balance of the shares. However, in this they failed, from what 
cause we are at a loss to know; but I have, and so have my co-directors, been 
endeavouring, so far as we could, to raise funds, by way, not only of getting off 
shares, but also on debentures, in order that we might see to the bottom of the 
Holmbush Mine, aud get to the rich course of copper which it is confidently 
stated isthere. We have met with, I ought to say, a great many more impe- 
diments than we anticipated. Our shaft was full of débris to a considerable 
distance from the bottom, and to get rid of this has necessitated a very large 
expenditure of money, more than we could anticipate, or than any person could 
anticipate, at the time when we undertook to work the mine. We are now at 
the bottom of the mine, and have been, as you are aware, for some little time. 
But we find that our funds are now nearly exhausted, and we are naturally 
anxious that we should still attain the object we had in view originally, and deve 
lope the bottom of the mine ; and with this view we called a meeting 10 days ago, 
to take the opinion and advice of our larger shareholders as to the best course to 
pursue, Imay say that the subject was discussed pretty freely at the meeting, 
and one or two ways suggested, but this was considered as advisable a way, per- 
haps of raising the money as was suggested, and we have therefore adopted this 
course, seeing that it was the feeling of the meeting to which I have alluded. I 
may say that, in offering these shares at a discount of 1/. per share no share- 
holder is injured in any way, because they are offered parri passu, and only 
offered at this rate to the shareholders, of the great body of whom we hope we 
shall have the support in the course we are adopting. He concluded by for-

_ Mr. WHLFFIN supported the resolution, remarking that it is quite certain that 
if they were to stop now and proceed no further, and have the company 
wound-up, it would simply be disastrous to all concerned. 

_ Mr. Lunpy was sorry to hear Mr. Whiffin make use of the word “ liquidation ” 
in regard to the company. He was sure the sharebolders did not want such a 
thing brought about, and would do everything to prevent it. He desired to get 
some explanation of the very glowing account which had been given of the 
mine by Capt. Bennet in saying that the mine looked like a jeweller’s shop. 

The CuairMAN: I can only say, with regard to what Capt. Bennet stated at a 
former meeting, in comparing the lead lode to a jeweller’s shop, that you must 
be aware that miners go down with candles in their hands, and everything ina 
dark place that has a bright appearance shows more than it does in the day- 
light. Now that we have got much lower in the mine (I think we were then at 
the 120 fm. level), and have got down to the 160, and the lead lode at the 132, 
145, and 160 is now ready to be operated upon at all these points, I think our 
Prospects of early returns are exceedingly good.

The OuArRMAN: I fully anticipated that we should have been in the position 
of being able toa iderable returns at the present moment. If I 
had aot anticipated that I would not have touched the mine on any account, 
So far as I know, everything has been honestly and fairly done in connection 
with this mine. No privilege has been given to anyone, and so far as watchful- 
ness and care in the Tcontocnie are concerned, I think we have exercised all the 
vigilance and care possible. With regard to the buying of machinery, that has 
been my particular forte, and I can fairly say that we have saved a large amount 
in the purchase of our machinery. 

Mr. Lunpy said it would be very satisfactory to the shareholders if an inde- 
pendent inspection of the mine were made by a practical man. 

The CuarrMan;: I ae to tell you that we have _ difficulty in that. The 
subject has been raised for discussion at the board. Itis very difficult to finda 
man without bias. Most of you will remember that a short time ago we sent 
round a letter which I received from the principal mineral agent of the Duchy 
of Cornwall, Mr. Smyth. Mr. Smythisa gentleman who, you will agree, is not 
to he hong by any one. He is lecturerat the School of Mines in Jermyn- 
street, and I have had several conversations with him, and he has told me re- 

peatedly that this mine would never have stopped before if they had sunk the 
shaft ahead of their levels, and had several levels Mew mny instead of —- as 
a, did, And, so far as minerals are concerned, I think it would be very diffi- 
cult to find a mine in Cornwall which has such a variety of minerals, or 80 rich 
as ours. 
te se thought they could not have any better testimony than that of 

r. Smyth, 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply to some further questions, said that the great 
object of the company was to get silver-lead in large quantities from 
several levels instead of one, in which case there would be a material dif- 
ference in the returns. So far as this company were concerned, they could 
employ a great many more at the present moment if they could be got. 
Surface men might be obtained in abundance, but they were not so much 
wanted as underground workers. If they could only draw out twice as much 
ore as was done now it would improve their position very much, and turn the 
scale in their favour. They had plenty of places where the men would make 
returns, and engine-power to bring up the material. It was really a question of 
scarcity of miners. He earnestly invited shareholders to make a visit to the

Sir,—From a recent report from New York it appears that the 
selling price of mining stocks there is absurdly low compared with 
the dividends paid. The stocks of the leading mines mentioned 
below are selling at prices that yield in dividends the following rates 
per cent,:— Silver King, 30; Homestake, 30; Iron Silver, 33 ; 
Standard, 50; Copper Queen, 40; Horn Silver, 44; and so on. 
Nothing could more forcibly show the depression in mining stocks 
in New York City. The causes are not far to seek. Mining stocks 
have been the sport of speculators, and good mines have been ma- 
naged so as to conceal the truth from all but the ring, and aid in 
manipulating the stock. Shareholders have had ho rights the direc- 
tors were bound to respect. The natural result has followed, and the 
public stand aloof from mines worked for stock jobbing purposes. 
Is the market here free from a similar evil tendency that may lead 
to a like disastrous result? Even on the Stockghixchange honesty 
may be the best policy.—City, Aug. 3. E. L. SHELDON.

(Aug. 2) write: —The market for copper has remained steady since our last, and 
the fluctuations have been too unimportant to record. Deliveries in England 
and France during July} amount (to 8253 tons, but supplies being heavy total 
stocks have increased. There has been more demand for manufactured, and 
business is reported in yellow metal. Prices are maintained by the continued 
persistent buying of cash bars, and we have now to wait to see whether the 
confidence that prompts these purchases will be justified by events. A large 
Indian demand, which may be with us at any moment, would no doubt 
a help holders, Early in the month tin was very depressed, and 
neavy shipments being reported from the Straits, 92/. 5s. was accepted for sharp 
cash. It soon, however, became evident that a strong movement was taking 
place in America, though its causes were and are still obscure. Not only have 
2275 tons been shipped from Australia and the Straits during the last two months 
to the States, but that market has also taken during August 800 tons from Lon- 
don stock, indicating the existence of a pressing demand for early arrival.—— 
Tin: The price rose to 22 cents.—far above the parity of London quotations, and 
dealers here were obliged to advance rates to protect our London supplies, which 
were already small. After touching 95/. 5s. cash tin here fell back to 94/, 10s., 
and the American quotation has receded to 21%. 

Fears are expressed that with ‘good home deliveries, and supplies so largely 
diverted to America, in another month’s time our available supplies will be 
hardly sufficient for the daily wants of the trade, always assuming that a large 
proportion of our stock remains, as for along time past, held off the market. 
While these considerations make cash tin scarce and difficult to buy, forward 
sales haveto be made ata very small premium. There can be little doubt that 
the events of the month go far to establish as a fact what has been long gene- 
rally suspected—that American consumption has increased to a greater extent 
than the framers of the published figures generally relied on by the trade 
calculated on. On the other hand, exaggerated estimates of this increase must 
be guarded against. The advance in lead chronicled in our last was speedily 
lost, and notwithstanding the purchase of 1500 tons Spanish to arrive by large 
English producers, the quotation is now dull at 12/. 73. 6d. fnglish is rather 
firmly held, at 12/, 12s, 6d. to 122. 158. There is great difficulty in buying any 
manufactured lead forward, the feeling being general that however dull the 
outlook may seem the present low rauge of prices can but be temporary,

is forced by a pump, For the purpose of their invention they form 
a hollow stem with a head at each end, with apertures at right 
angles to that of the stem, and radiating therefrom. The radial 
apertures terminate in a reduced annular portion of the two heads. 
The ends of the two heads are covered by a cup of leather, india- 
rubber, or any elastic material, the mouths of which look towards 
each other, and form the chamber in which the expansion takes 
place.

from Glasgow show that for makers’ iron the demand is good, and prices are 
steady. It is a good feature to observe the shipments are in improving, and 
compare well with those for the corresponding period of last year, and the 
totals for the whole year compare favourably with those for any of the few 
previous years, except with 1880, a year which will be long noted for having ex- 
ported !arge quantities of iron, especially during the fore part, but if the ship- 
ments now continue to be maintained, or slightly improved, it is not unlikely 
but that the totals will soon catch up to those of 1880, for it was at the begin- 
ning of that year that the exports were so wa xe 
A feature worthy of note, tco, is the heavy imports of Middlesborough pig- 
iron which continue to be made into Scotland. This shows that Scotch con- 
sumers buy largely from Middlesborough, instead of using their own makes, 
and it also signifies that the difference in the price is so great that probably 
either Scotch prices will be reduced or Middlesborough prices increased. The 
Glasgow warrant market, having closed last week with a firmer tone, opened on 
Monday with more disposition being manifested to buy, and a good business was 
done between 47s. 544d.3and 47s. 7d., and /at the early part of Tuesday there 
were numerous transactions up to 47s. 8d. cash; but the price afterwards became 
easier, and the closing figure was 47s. 6d. cash. On Wednesday there was only 
a small business done, and prices were a trifle easier, the quotation boing 
471s. 5d., whilst yesterday there was but little doing, but the market was steady, 
and business was transacted between 47/. 644d. and 47s. 7d.,and the closing 
figures for this afternoon is telegraphed as 47s, 84d. 

The shipments last week were 14,058 tons, against 13,116 tons for the same 
week of last year, being an increase of 942 tons, and which makes the total ship- 
ments for the whole of this year 367,481 tons, against 365,515 tons for the same 
time of last year, and 323,317 tons for the similar period of 1881. The number 
of furnacesin blast remains at 115, the same as last week, but the public stock

REMARKS.—During the past week some of our markets have 
been rather stronger, while others, on the contrary, have been 
slightly weaker ; but the changes effected, taken on the whole, have 
been unimportant. Here a spirit of speculation has made itself 
manifest, and in other markets there has been continued inanimation. 
The shipping trade continues in a very dormant state, and, as an evidence of 
the elasknens in this branch of business, there are the small dividends which 
some of the principal London dock companies have been declaring within the 

woek. It is true that this is merely an indication of quietude in shipping 
usiness for general trade ; but unfortunately metals form no exception to the 
rule, and many are the complaints amongst shippers of the quietude in shipping 
transactions, As the export business forms such an important branch of the 
trade, it is indeed a matter of regret that it should remain in such a dull estate, 
and to rouse it up again to its ordinary state of briskness, and place it in a more 
flourishing condition, it seems to become more and more evident that prices 
should not be too eagerly advanced, but that all shipping business should be 
carried through as far as practicable, and that buyers’ limits should be met 
whenever possible. In this way trade with the foreign and colonial markets 
would be brought back to this country to a very large extent, and many of those 
orders which are taken away from our manufacturers and sellers by foreign com- 
petition would be secured. Often are orders returned to native indentors be 
cause the limits are only a trifle under the current quotations of the day, sellers 
hoping that by rejecting them they may be sent back again with increased 
limits attached; but experience has shown that such experiments do not 
answer, for instead of being returned at former limits no more is heard of them, 
and the inevitable conclusion is that often, if not invariably, they are sent to 
our foreign competitors, who it is known will frequently make contracts at 
priees much below those being quoted here, That being the case, it is certainly 
desirable for sellers to meet buyers as far as possible, as, notwithstanding that 
the profits upon each order would be greatly minimised, yet the difference 
might be more than made up in the increased number of transactions that 
would be carried through. 

Again, there is another point which tends to reduce the amount of business 
amongst shippers themselves, and that is the keen competition amongst them, 
but this does not affect materially the whole trade, for the shipments are merely 
made through different channels, At the same time, itfsends orders to the 
cheapest sellers, often irrespective of os. A feature, however, which, per- 
haps, more than any other causes areductionin the exports to certain parts of 
the world is theirown producing power. As an example, take the case of 
America, to which country shipments are now comparatively light, and the 
reason isthat notwithstanding that that country’s wants are hen, yet she is 
able to provide her own requirements just now, and, therefore, purchases in 
comparatively small quantities from our own markets. If we take the advices 
from various of the foreign markets they are not encouraging, for they go to 
show that the marketsare for the most part still dull and idle. The demand 
from America remains inactive, from Australia quiet, from India limited, from 
Ohina only moderate, from the Cape inactive, and there is not much doing with 


the Continent, so that if we take these advices collectively, it is not surprising | 


that there should be general complaints of the present state of the shipping de- 
mand for all metals. For consumption, however, a fair business is doing in 
many metals, and recent statistics have shown some very fair deliveries; but

WATER-PoweR—" Precision ” (Manchester).—You are no doubt justified in say- 
ing that the assertion that ‘‘ there is an abundance of water-power and plenty 
of water for dressing” is frequently made when there is really nothing to 
warrant it. If a prospector or inspector be master of his business he can 
readily give the velocity of the stream and the quantity of water. The mean 
velocity of a stream is four-fifths that of the surface, therefore, note 
how many secondsa piece of wood thrown as nearly as practicable in the 
centre of strezm occupies in floating 160 ft., and divide 4800 (that is four-fifths 
of 100 ft. by{60 seconds) by the number ; the quotient is the mean velocity of 
the stream in feet per minute. If the 100 ft. were floated in eight seconds, 
then 4800 + 8=600 ft. per minute mean velocity. Then for volume plumb the 
depth in feet at 10 equidistant (as near as practicable) points in a straight 
line across the stream, add the measurements together, and divide by 10; the 
quotient will be the average depth in feet. Multiply this by the width of the 
stream and the velocity and the product will be the cubic feet of water per 
minute which the stream yields. The cubic foot of water may be taken at 
6% gallons.

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LEAD MINING IN DERBYSHIRE. 


There is probably no lead mining county in the kingdom that has 
undergone such changes and vicissitudes as Derbyshire, where the 
ore was worked by the Romans, the results of whose labours are still 
to be seen in the many caverns which are yearly visited by thou- 
sands in the Matlock and Peak districts, Considering the number 
of mines being worked the output of lead ore is comparatively 
trifling, but two or three produce as much as 50 or 60 of the others. 
A few months ago we announced a valuable discovery of blende at 
the Magpie Mine, Shelton, which it was believed would speedily re- 
coup the owners for their large outlay ; but the great find has turned 
out so thorough a delusion that the working of the mine has been 
suspended. The concern was long carried on as JOHN FAIRBURN 
and Co., the former an alderman, and formerly Mayor of Sheffield, 
being at one time the principal owner of the Bachdale Lead Mine, 
and a smelter at Stoney Middleton. Alderman FAIRBURN has been 
obliged to file a liquidation petition, and it is now stated that 
there are other mines in the Peak likely to follow the course of the 
Magpie, and close. Indeed there are a good many that turn out but 
little lead, and worked only by the miners, making bare wages ; but, 
owing to the peculiarities of the mining laws of Derbyshire, are able 
to figure as their own masters. Asa proof of this, it may be stated that 
the barmasters returned 250 mines at work inthe year, the production 
being only 3200 tons of ore. Of course, there are a few good con- 
cerns; but none have equalled the Mill Close by a very long way, 
and from which it is said Mr. Wass has cleared upwards of 10,0004.

RAILWAY BILLS, AND PARLIAMENTARY COMMITTEES. 


Great dissatisfaction and surprise has been expressed in many 
quarters at the course adopted by the House of Lords Committee 
in throwing out the Goole, Epworth, and Owston Railway Bill after 
it had passed the Commons Committee. The districts for which 
powers were asked are at the present time entirely isolated from any 
railway, whilst they contain valuable mineral and other deposits 
that cannot be developed for want of traffic facilities. Inthe Marsh 
Land the coal measures are thought to extend from South Yorkshire, 
whilst there are the Lincolnshire ironstone beds, and a vast area 
covered with gypsum. On the estate of Mr. LE, of Epworth, and 
further on towards Goole, there is plenty of excellent fire-clay, 
which would be worked were the line formed. In fact, there 
are plenty of minerals that could be opened out were there a 
railway, which would also be the means of facilitating the coal 
transport from the Shireoaks district to Goole, and compete in 
the supply for the Frodingham blast-furnaces. The coal is very 
hard, and consequently suitable for exportation. The owners 
of the land through which the line would pass were all in favour of 
it, and the inhabitants looked forward to its formation with great 
interest. Lord MILLTOWN, the Chairman of the Lords Committee, 
asked the counsel for the promoters if there was any precedent for 
sanctioning a line which did not effect a junction with another line 
and did not end in a station?

The southward progress of the development of the mineral treasures 
of the North American continent is constantly extending the area in 
which the Anglo-Saxon race is numerically larger than the Spanish 
and native races, and those least desirous of the amalgamation 
must know full well that it is quite as improbable that the indus- 
trious and energetic American citizen who takes the necessary capital 
southward to develope the mining and other resources of the country 
will adopt Mexican views and habits as that the Californians of 
to-day will make the Spanish the official language of the State, and 
place themselves under the control of the King of Spain. 

It isthe Americans far wore than the Mexicans who are now 
opening up the new gold fields in Lower California, in giving an 
account of which the two Republics, published in English in the 
city of Mexico states that it is the general belief that Sonora and 
Lower California belong to the metalliferous zone spoken of by 
Baron Von Humboldt. The simple observation convinces the tra- 
veller that the peninsula of Lower California will have an enviable 
future, as Nature has therein collected the riches of every kind. 
The southern part of the territory abounds in several species of 
marble, alabaster, and gypsum, In the north gold, silver, copper, 
lead, sulphur, and iron mines are found. In general the mineral 
wealth of the Territory has been imperfectly prospected, but as ex- 
plorations proceed the mining industry promises to become the 
principal fount of wealth of Lower California. For a number of 
years it was known that gold existed in the neighbourhood of Santa 
Gertrudis, For want of water and wood and the excessive heat, 
and other drawbacks of the desolate regions of the auriferous fields, 
the adventurous prospectors kept out of the country. To-day it is 
different. The gold fever has impregnated the veins of the most 
timid, and that insatiable desire for the acquisition of wealth enables 
people, in a measure, to withstand the sufferings endured while on 
the tramp over the long alkali deserts and broken-up country. A

LA PLATA MINING AND SMELTING COMPANY. 
PROPOSED IMPROVEMENTS AND ADDITIONS TO THE LA PLATA 
SMELTER AND MINE. 

Manager Coom has, says the Leadville Daily Herald, laid out a 
lot of new work on the properties of the La Plata Mining and 
Smelting Company, which will be inaugurated in a few days. In 
the construction of the smelter owned by this company several years 
ago, when smelting charges were high, economy in smelting was 
practical only to a limited extent. Close work was desired only so 
far as it did not interfere with the resuits accomplished in point of 
the bulk ore reduced. The saving of a few per cent. of lead, or an 
ounce of silver, when detrimental to the capacity of a furnace, or 
likely to result in the expenditure of money, which was always in 
demand for other profitable enterprises, was invariably carefully 
considered, and unlessa very material gain was to be derived, dis- 
missed without further thought. 

Smelting as well as mining was conducted on a_ high-pressure 
system, during which 90c. in the hand was considered more desirable 
than $1 at the end of 30 days. The capacity of furnaces for reduc- 
ing ores was striven for as more remunerative to the smelter than 
their qualification for doing close work. It is with a view to remedy- 
ing these defects, a necessity which has become imperative to the 
success of the works with the reduced charges of smelting ores that 
certain improvements and additions are to be made at the La Plata 
smelter. Among them will be the erection of a large stack, and the

MINERAL DISCOVERIES IN ViRGINIA.—Important mineralogical 
| investigations have recently been made in South-west Virginia. A 
well-known geologist, writing on the subject in the Scientific Ame- 
rican, states that within 500 miles of New York City there isa large 
| section of country, comprising from 12,000 to 14,000 square miles, 
which, for the quantity and variety of its minerals, is in all prolu- 
bility the richest and most interesting mineral country in the world, 
| and one not surpassed by Saxony, in Europe. This remarkable sec- 
tion lies on the borders of Kentucky, Tennessee, North Carolin, 
and West Virginia. Seventeen counties of Virginia are included in 
| it, and to these may be added Ashe, Alleghany, and Wantanya 
counties in North Carolina, which form an integral part of the same 
geological formation and contain the same kind of minerals. In 
this section are to be found gold, silver, copper, lead, zinc, nicke', 
iron, manganese, plumbago, arsenic, antimony, limestone, gy psu 
salt, barytes, kaolin, felspar, soapstone, fire-clay, asbestos, ta'. 
mica, umber, millstone grit, marble, sandstone, granite, syenite, a::\! 
{many of the minor minerals useful in arts and manufactuics 
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Besides this the country is finely timbered from the valleys to the 
mountain tops with white oak, walnut, maple, tulip tree, basswood, 
hickory, cherry, chestnut, buckeye, cucumber tree, chestnut and 
other oaks, dogwood, white pine, black pine, spruce, cedar, and many 
other useful and valuable woods. The district is also a fine agricul- 
tural and fruit-growing one, and is especially adapted for the raising 
of cattle and sheep. 





INDIAN IRON OnEs.—The interesting paper by Mr. F. R. Mallet, 
F.G.S., of the Geological Survey of India, “ On the Iron Ores and 
Subsidiary Materials for the Manufacture of Iron in the North- 
Eastern part of the Jabalpur District, and on Lateritic and other 
Manganese Ore occurring at Gosulpur, in the Jabalpur district,” has 
been reprinted in separate form from the Records of the Survey. 
Between the great spread of Vindhyan sandstones on the north and 
Deccantrop on the south, both of which formations are almost barren 
of any metallic wealth, there is a belt some 30 miles wide, where a 
very varied and intricately disposed assemblage of rocks occur. It 
js just here that the band of iron-bearing transition strata, which 
stretches eastward for more than 200 miles through the Son Valley 
comes in contact with the thickly populated alluvial belt through 
which the Narbadda flows westward for the same distance ; hence 
one of the most important advantages which the iron smelters of 
Jabalpur have enjoyed. Hematite ores similar to those of Jabalpur 
are known to occur largely in the wild country to the east, but there 
are not the same facilities there for disposing of the manufactured 

roduct. After referring to the several districts visited Mr. Mallet 
explains that the notes do not profess to give an account of every 
locality in which such mineral resources are to be found. In the 
lovalities he has described there is a practically unlimited supply of 
high class brown, red, and manganiferous ores, none of which are 
more than a few miles distant from the railway. With reference 
to fluxes he remarks that the most important member of the Lower 
Vindhyan series, and that possessing the greatest constancy in the 
section is a band of limestone some hundreds of feet in thickness. 
Firebricks have been made in the Jabalpur jail from clay obtained 
from the Upper Gondwana beds in the neighbourhood of Jackson’s 
hotel. The Jabalpur brick had a smoother fracture than a brick 
from Kilmarnock, Scotland, and was much softer and more easily 
broken; but sharp-edged fragments, exposed for an hour to the 
dazzling white heat of a Fletcher’s injector gas furnace, did not 
show even incipient signs of fusion, and after firing both bricks 
seemed to be equally hard. As a site for ironworks Murwara occu- 
pies a central position with reference to the different mineral pro- 
ducts required. It is actually on limestone and within 15 miles of 
an unlimited supply of the same material to the north-east. It is in 
the immediate neighbourhood of the lateritic brown ores and about 
equally distant from the Umeria coal field to the south-east, while 
dolomite is to be had within 20 miles by railway. The Katni, which 
flows past Murwara, is a stream with a drainage area of 230 square 
miles above the town, and there is an abundunt supply of water 
throughout the year. In the second paper on the Gosulpur manga- 
nese ores he points out that a considerable quantity of psilomelane 
eccurs with the manganiferous micaceous iron. If the latter were 
worked in connection with ironmaking the psilomelaine, which 
assayed 83} per cent. of available peroxide, would be raised at the 
same time and be available as an ore of manganese. 





MINES AND MINERALS OF SERVIA.—The United States Minister 
at Belgrade, in his recent report to the Government, states that the 
mineral wealth of Servia, although comparatively little known, and 
not yet thoroughly investigated, is very rich. There are known to 
exist gold, silver, lead, zinc, copper, antimony, iron (hematite, mag- 
netic iron, and chrome iron), manganese, coal, graphite, petroleum, 
lithographic stone, glass sand, marbles of various kinds, and cement 
rock. No geological survey of Servia having ever been made, the 
mines are known only by outcroppings, and these have been carefully 
covered up by the peasants, in order to prevent their being seized by 
the Government. Under the old Turkish rule the policy of the offi- 
cials with reference to mines was such as to prohibit all develop- 
ment of mineral resources, and the older school of peasants born 
under, or educated in the traditions of Turkish rule, ascribe involun- 
tarily to the present Government a similar distrust. In addition to 
this, until new treaties were made after the independence of the 
country in 1878, it was impossible for foreigners to hold real estate 
outside certain towns, and even leases were surrounded with such 
vexatious conditions that it was difficult for foreigners to invest their 
money in mining enterprises. The Romans, at one period, worked 
the Servian lead mines, and left large quantities of scoriw, which 
contained the entire amount of silver in the ore. Some of these are 
preserved in the Museum at Belgrade. The Venetians also worked 
the lead ores in Servia, and extracted all the silver that they could 
obtain with their appliances. They continued to work the silver 
lead mines down to the 14th century, when the arrival of the Turks 
broke up all the industrial enterprises. In recent years the only 
mines worked have been the coal mines of Sikole, which are only 
worked sufficiently to supply the steam flour-mill of Negolin, 10 miles 
off, belonging to the proprietors of the mine; the mines of Krupan, 
in the West of Servia, which contain lead, with a rich percentage of 
silver, antimony, zinc, and iron; and several lignite beds of great 
extent, which are worked to furnish fuel for steam breweries and 
flour-mills. Each mill or brewery has its own mine, and extracts 
only enough to feed its own furnaces. For working these mines the 
Servian Chamber appropriated 40,000/.; but this amount was all ex- 
pended in buildings, smelting-works, and other preparatory construc- 
tions, many of them being unnecessary at that period of the enter- 
prise ; another application for a further appropriation was refused 
by the Chamber, on the ground that it would be “ wasted in the same 
way as the former.” In addition to the mines mentioned above a 
silver-lead mine is being worked at Kutchiana, and acopper mine at 
Maiden Pek. The present Servian Mining Laws are not stringent, 
no special legislation being required for any mining operations. A 
royalty is paid to the Government, varying from 1 to 5 per cent., on 
the market value of the metals sold coming from the mines, and after 
five years’ working of any mine it becomes the property of the per- 
son or company working it, Miners are exempt from military ser- 
vice. Since the country has been thrown open, in consequence of 
railway construction, the best mining lands in Servia have been taken 
up, and companies are now being formed to work them. The fol- 
lowing are the most important minerals at present existing :—Gold, 
which is found in the Timok Valley, where the peasants wash the 
sands brought down by the mountain torrents empyting into the 
Timok river. This is done only after heavy rains, or when the melt- 
ing of the snows have brought down a fresh supply of sand. Zine, 
which has never been worked, but of which the ore is plentiful in 
several localities; copper, which contains a small perceniage of 
gold; antimony, which mineral has also never been worked in Servia. 
Some specimens, however, which were sent to Trieste for assay, were 
pronounced to be worth about 22s. per 100 lbs. The Servian iron 
ores are generally associated with copper to such an extent as to be 
worthless for malleable iron, as the copper makes the wrought-iron 
80 “red short” as to be unworkable in the forge. There are, how- 
ever, excellent deposits of hematite and magnetic iron which are 
free from copper. A large vein of manganese has been discovered 
near Kladova, overhanging the Danube in acliff, and has been traced 
inland for several miles; it is said to be of very pure quality. Coal 
exists in large quantities, and in many localities, some deposits being 
of good quality, and others only lignite. Near Alexinatz a petro- 
leam shale has been discovered on the surface, and after being 
examined by experts it has been pronounced very valuable for 
paraffin and rough lubricating material. Graphite, lithographic 
stone, cement rock, and felspathic sand have been discovered in 
workable quantities, and have been pronounced by experts in Vienna 
to be of excellent quality. Deposits of lead, both sulphuret and 
Carbonate of lead, frequently associated with silver. are found in 
many parts of the country. In the immediate vicinity of Belgrade 
are the deposits of scoris from the shafts formerly worked by the 
Romans. The richest mines known are those at Krupan, giving an 
ore which produces from 30 to 90 per cent. of metallic lead, and, 
according to assays made at this mine, yielded from 48 to 64 ozs. of 
silver. These mines at Krupan were also worked by the Romans, 
and vestiges exist of the old mining town of Saser, inhabited by the 





Saxons, who worked for the Venetians and Ragusans. For salt 
Servia is still dependent on foreign countries, chiefly Austria and 
Roumania. To stimulate explorers the Government has long made 
a standing offer of a prize of 160,000/. to the discoverer of a work- 
able salt mine. It is believed that salt has now been found, but it 
is not yet known whether it is in a workable quantity. 








SCOTCH PIG-IRON WARRANT MARKET. 


Mr. W. WILson (Glasgow, Aug. 2) writes:—The warrant market 
is better than a week ago. Buying orders were given out more freely 
as the price approached 47s.; but the business doing is still for trade 
account chiefly. There have been further advances of makers’ prices, 
and there is rather an improved tone about the market generally. 
The coal trade has fairly entered upon what promises to be a good 
time, and there is a probability that the worst of the year is past as 
regards iron also. Shipments are again satisfactory. There is no 
change in the number of furnaces blowing. While some iron is still 
sent into store, there is now an excess of deliveries. The balance out 
here last week was 353 tons, and at Middiesborough 74 tons, Business 
was done during the past week at the following prompt cash prices :—

GENESIS OF METALLIFEROUS VEINS. 


At a large meeting of tne Academy of Sciences, Prof. Joseph Le 
Conte, of the University of California, read a very interesting paper 
on the Genesis of Metalliferous Veins. We have space for a brief 
extract only: “ The phenomena of metalliferous deposits by solfataric 
action at Sulphur Bank, California, and Steamboat Springs, Nevada, 
had tended to confirm what he had previously believed to be the 
most probable theory of vein formation. The structure, mode of 
occurrence, and contents of these veins no longer leave any room to 
doubt that they have been formed by deposit from solutions. If any 
doubts still linger in any mind on this subject, they are now dissi- 
pated by the phenomena of deposit, stillin progress at Sulphur Bank 
and Steamboat Springs. The question is now settled for ever that 
metalliferous veins are deposited from liquid forms. He is satisfied 
that the old theory of sublimation must now be abandoned, and 
minutely described the process of deposit from solution constantly 
going on at Sulphur Banks through the agency of up-coming sol- 
fataric waters, when recently liberated from greater pressure and 
super-heated conditions. When such solutions approach the cooler 
surface of earth’s crust they are relieved and enabled to precipitate 
metallic substances along their lines of perculation, or in fissures, 
forming veins. In studying the conditions of deposit we must bear 
in mind that the magnificent chemistry of Nature is far more subtle 
and refined than that of the best appointed human laboratory ; and 
substances which are regarded as practically unsoluble by man, 
cannot be so regarded in the great laboratory of Nature. 

The infinite patience of Nature and the infinite slowness of her 
operations must be taken into account. In the perpetual circulation 
of subterranean waters, infinitessimal deposits continued and accu- 
mulated through almost infinite time, producing large results, Thus 
mineral veins may becomposed of substances of extremest insolu- 
bility and yet be deposited from solutions. In fact, such extreme 
insolubility, or at least very feeble solubility, appears to be a con- 
dition of mineral vein formations, for otherwise the minerals would 
in most cases be brought to the surface instead of being deposited 
below. Solubility is notably increased by heat, especially super- 
heat, and by pressure. This beautifully illustrates the law of corre- 
lation and conservation of natural forces, furnishing an example of 
the equivalency of mechanical and molecular forces. There can be 
no doubt that the solvent power of water may be increased without 
apparent limit by a corresponding increase of heat and pressure. 
Hence waters deep in the interior of the earth, especially in volcanic 
regions where they are under heavy pressure and super-heat, have 
their solvent power greatly increased. Such waters coming up slowly 
toward the surface through fissures would have their solvent power 
diminished both by cooling and by relief from pressure, and must of 
m-cessity deposit in their courses, and thus form mineral veins. 

The commonest forms of metallic ore are metallic sulphides. The 
solubility of silica in alkaline carbonates is well known, He spoke 
of organic matter as a universal reducing substance, with which all 
these solutions came more or less in contact. Hot solfataric waters, 
circulating at great depths, are necessarily under heavy pressure, 
and we know they contain alkaline carbonates and alkaline sulphides 
and will take up silica, earthy and metallic carbonates and metallic 
sulphides, which they will deposit, partly by cooling and partly by 
relief from pressure and heat, as they come slowly toward the surface, 
and thus form metalliferous veins, Chemical reactions also facili- 
tate the process. The more we study the chemistry of Nature the 
more we are impresse with the importance of organic matter as a 
universal reducing agent. It is quite probable that organic matter 
circulated in the same solution with metallic sulphates, and was a 
frequent means of reducing these and depositing them as metallic 
sulphides. There seems to be a reaction at the California Geysers, 
where a black, inky deposit of iron sulphide is produced by the 
action of alkaline sulphide on iron sulphates. Had this reaction 
taken place sufficiently slowly the sulphide might have been crystal- 
line. All these methods, and perhaps many others not yet imagined, 
may occur, but the first—by cooling and relief from pressure—is 
probably of most universal occurrence. 

He believed many subterranean waters to be in that very slow 
condition of movement most favourable to the deposit of minerals 
in fissures where the leeching process proceeds, contributing some- 
thing from the wall rocks, but the main supply of metallic substance 
comes mainly from the depths under conditions of pressure and 
super-heat. Nearly all circulating fluids terminate their movements 
on the surface. Metalliferous veins are formed by solfataric action, 
which has been preceded by volcanic action. He alluded to the 
copper and silver-bearing sandstones of Utah. Sedimentary rocks 
derive their mass from the disintegration of igneous rocks, hence 
the marvellous variations in vein constituents. Few metallic de- 
posits are richer at greatest depths. The crust of the earth in common 
with all material things is constantly progressing along a perpetual 
cycle of changes. He spoke of gold veins as the most difficult to 
account for, but explained clearly their methods of deposit in full 
accord with the rules here laid down. In solfataric springs he claims 
that Nature’s process of vein deposits is clearly revealed, and their 
study is invaluable. 








NICKEL PLATING AFTER ENGRAVING ON ROLLERS.—In the de- 
position of nickel metal upon copper and other metal rollers after 
they have been engraved, thereby making the engraved portion in 
such rollers as well as the plain surface more durable, and not so 
easily scratched or injured by particles of foreign matter acciden- 
tally present in colours, Messrs. APPLETON and Horsrig_p, of 
Manchester, propose an improved process. The solution they use for 
deposition on metal rollers when engraved is thus composed :—They 
take three parts nitric acid, one of sulphuric acid, and four of water, 
place the whole in a large earthenware vessel sufficiently large that 
with the above ingredients it will be half-full, add thereto 2 lbs. of 
grain nickel to each gallon of the above liquid: heat it very gently, 
and if the nickel should dissolve too quickly add a little water now 
and then uatil the fumes cease—this then is sulphate of nickel. 
They now prepare a a solution of sulphate of ammonia, salamoniac 
or ammonia,in hot water, and then by adding this to the above 


they make it double sulphate of nickel and ammonia; thus then is 
the bath prepared, into which they immerse the rollers. They sus- 
pend in any convenient position in such bath solid nickel plates in 
sufficient number to accord with their several requirements. Any 
description of rollers engraved for printing and embossing cotton, 
woollen, silk, or other woven fabrics, paper, or leather. It is well 
known that the outer surface of rollers for these purposes has been 
before plated (before engraved), but not after. Their invention is for 
rendering more durable the engraved, as well as the outer surface of 
rollers for printing, all chemical action between the metals and 
colours is prevented, and the rollers will do 50 times more work 
before worn out more perfectly. 





GEOLOGY, AND THE HISTORY OF ANCIENT INDIA,.—No. I 


The appointment to the office of President of the Royal Geological 
Society of Ireland, of Prof. V. Ball, M.A., F.R.S., so soon after his 
return from his labours on the Geological Survey of India, naturally 
induced him to direct special attention to the geology of that 
country in his inaugural address, and in “A Geologist’s Contribution 
to the History of Ancient India,” which formed the main portion of 
the address, an amount of valuable and interesting information was 
given which will add much to the importance of the volume of 
Scientific Proceedings of the Royal Dublin Society, of which it forms 
part. While collecting materials for his volume on the Economic 
Geology of India, Prof. Ball found that there were many obscure 
historical notices upon which our modern knowledge of the geology 
of that country was capable of throwing much light. Although 
some of the translators and critics of the ancient writings, which 
afford the principal part of his data, have sought to illustrate their 
authors’ meanings by references to the results acquired by the 
systematic examination of the mineral resources of India in recent 
times, still there is often a considerable amount of vagueness and in- 
accuracy in these references, and, so far as he can ascertain, there 
has not as yet been published a comparative and categorical analysis of 
the numerous allusions to the mineral resources of India, which are 
to be found in writings belonging to the period extending from the 
earliest times of which any records are extant up to the close of the 
18th century. 

The earliest traders in Indian commodities, of whose proceedings 
we have any record, were the Egyptians, According to Le Normant, 
the bas-reliefs of the temple of Deir-el-Bahari at Thebes represent 
the conquest of the land of Pun under Hatasu, “In the abundant 
booty, loading the vessels of Pharoah for conveyance to the land of 
Egypt, appear a great many Indian animals and products not indigen- 
ous to the soil of Yemen—elephants’ teeth, gold, precious stones, 
sandal-wood, and monkeys.” Again, ‘The labours of M. de Bohlem, 
confirming those of Heeren, and in their turn confirmed by those of 
Lassen, have established the existence of a maritime commerce be- 
tween India and Arabia from the very earliest period of the annals 
of humanity.” The principal commodities imported from India were 
| gold, tin, precious stones, ivory, &c. In the Mosaic period (1491- 
1450 B.C.), too, precious stones, which were to a great extent a 
specialty of India and the neighbouring countries, appear to have 
been well known, and were already highly valued, It is probable 
that some of the stones in the breastplate of the high priest may 
have come from the far East. The emerald, however, if then known, 
was prubably derived from a mine in Egypt. Atthe same time there 
are grounds for believing that the word so rendered in Exod. and 
Ezek. may not be correctly translated. The next traders in Indian 
products were the Phcenicians, who for a time carried on their com- 
merce with the ports of Aden, Cana, Haran, Yemen, and Muza, to 
which the commodities of India were brought for exchange by 
Arabian, and possibly Indian and Cingalese, ships, 

It is needless, perhaps, to discuss here the many views which have 
been put forward as of the identity of Ophir. Lassen says it was on the 
site of Abhira, on the western coast, adjoining the province of Guzerat. 
Others locate it in Ceylon; but General Cunningham's researches place 
it also in the Gulfof Cambay. The name Ophir, or Sophir, he identi- 
fies with Sauvir'a, a name derived from that of the ber-tree (Zizyphus 
jujuba), which is plentiful in that region. Since gold, silver, ivory, 
apes, and peacocks are productionsof India—and the Hebrew name for 
the last is derived from tukki, an Indian word—there is internal evi- 
dence that Ophir was situated in that conntry. It is not likely to have 
been in the more Eastern, Burmese, or Malayan countries, where, it 
must be admitted, the same commodities might have been obtained. 
Passing the notices of precious stones to be found in the biblical 
books written during the couse of the next five centuries, we find that 
Herodotus (fifth century B.C.) gives us some insight into the nature 
and extent of certain Indian mineral productions. He pointedly, 
| moreover, speaks of India as being rich in gold; and he relates the 
| famous and wide-spread fable of the gold-digging ants, which has 
| been shown by Sir Henry Rawlinson and Dr. Schiern to have origi- 
| nated in the peculiar customs of the Thibetan gold miners, which 

would appear to be the same at present as they were in the time of 
Herodotus, The name ant gold was possibly first given to the frag- 
ments of gold dust brought from Thibet on account of their shape 
and size. The horns of the gold-digging ants, referred to by Pliny 
and others, were, probably, simply samples of the ordinary pickaxes 
used by the miners. In Ladakh, and, probably, also in Thibet, these 
implements are made of the horns of wild sheep, mounted on handles 
of wood. 

The portion of India conquered by Darius was probably situated 
chiefly to the north-west of the Indus. The Indus itself, as well as 
some of its tributaries, is known to be auriferous. Many commenta- 
tors on the above and other references by subsequent authors to the 
existence of gold and silver, as indigenous products of India, object 
that mines of these metals are or were not known to exist in India, 
Thus Lassen says: “ If the ancients speak of abundant gold in India, 
it is either only a false amplification of the early and true account of 
Northern India, the country of the Dards, between Kashmir and the 
Upper Indus, or a false conclusion from the fact that the Indians 
used much gold for ornaments and other purposes.” Heeren, like 
| Lassen, alludes doubtfully to Pliny’s statement as to the existence of 
abundant gold and silver mines in the country of the Narew: he 
attributes the quantity of gold which must have been in Ancient 
India to commerce with other gold-producing countries—Thibet and 
Burmah, He even suggests that African gold found its way to 
| India in early as well as it is known to have done in later times. 
| Our most recent knowledge of India, however, affords evidence 
| that the amount of gold derived from indigenous sources must have 
| been very considerable before the alluvial deposits were exhausted of 
| their gold throughout wide regions. When it is remembered that 
| about 80 per cent. of the gold raised throughout the world is from 
| alluvial washings, and when this fact is considered in connection 

with the reflection that wide tracts in Australia and America, 
| formerly richly productive, are now deserted, being covered with ex- 
hausted tailings, it can be conceived how these regions in India, and 
there are very many of them which are known to be auriferous, may, 
|in the lapse of time, after yielding large supplies of gold have be- 
| come too exhausted to be of much present consideration. More than 
|this, however, recent explorations have confirmed the fact, often 
| previously asserted, that in Southern India there are indications of 
extended mining operations having been carried on there. 

Gold, we are told, was only obtained on certain high towering 
| mountains inhabited by the griffins—a race of four-footed birds, 
| about as large as wolves, having legs and claws like those of the lion, 
|} and covered all over the body with black feathers, except only on 
| the breast where they are red. Now,if we omit the word “ birds” 
in the above, and for “ feathers” read “ hair,” there is no difficulty in 
recognising the griffins as the Thibetan mastiffs, which are powerful, 














| hairy, often black-and-tan coloured dogs, specimens of which, by the 
| way, appear to have been taken to the Persian Court as examples of 
the gold-digging ants, which were first described by Herodotus. We 
may, he thinks, therefore, justly conclude that the locality referred 


to was situated in Thibet. Gold was also said to be obtained from a 
| spring, being drawn from it in earthern pitchers in which it con- 
|gealed. This story is obviously founded on the casting of ingots ; 

but he cannot see that Lassen’s view, that it shows that the Indians 

knew how to extract gold from ores, follows since it may merely 


refer to the melting of alluvial gold dust. Silver is said to occur also 
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in the above-mentioned country of the Pygmies, upon which Lassen 
remarks that silver is only known to occurin Ajmir, It has, how- 
ever, a much wider distribution, but the only region in which it is 
pegularly produced at present is Upper Burmah. Iron is said to be 
found in the same spring or fountain as the gold; and Ktesias had 
two swords made of Indian iron given to him respectively by the 
King of Persia and his mother. This iron consisted, he believes, of 
ingots of wootz or cast steel from which Damascus blades have been 
made since time immemorial. 

Evidence of various kinds exists that in the time of the Indian 
monarch, Asoka, about 300 B.c., the mineral resources of India were well 
known and were largely availed of. Stone architecture on a magnifi- 
cent scale, which is still extant, bears testimony to the skill of the 
Buddhist stonemasons of a still earlier period. The elaborate carv- 
ings on some of these prove the excellence of the tools which were 
employed; probably they were made of Indian steel or wootz. The 
famous Asoka monoliths of a later date, from 35 to 40 ft. long, and 
about as many tons in weight, are, in their way too, remarkable, 
though not exhibiting such ornate designs. 

In B.c. 307; according to the Mahawanso, the King of Ceylon or | 


Lanka, Dewananpiatisso, was installed, and shortly afterwards he | gig 


sent an embassy to Asoka at Palibothra, the presents consisting of 
sapphires, lapis-lazuli, rubies, and eight varieties of pearls, which we 
are told rose miraculously from the earth and sea respectively on the 
auspicious occasion. Asoka’s return gift consisted of golden and 
other ornaments, and as an especial rarity costly hand towels which 
to the last moment they are used (are cleansed by being passed 
through the fire) without being washed. These hand towels were 
most likely made of woven asbestos, a substance which has long 
been known to occur in Kabul, and may very possibly have reached 
India from thence, 

It is stated by Diodorus :—* And while the soil of India bears on 
its surface all kinds of fruits which are known to cultivation, it has 
also underground numerous veins of all sorts of metals, for it con- 
tains much gold and silver, and copper and iron in nosmall quantity, 
and even tin and other metals which are employed in making articles 
of use and ornaments as well as the implements and accoutrements 
of war.” Upon this Prof. Ball remarks that the item of greatest 
interest is the tin. Kven in Homeric times reference to this metal as 
coming from India is to be found in conjunction with the mention of 
elephas or ivory. That India produced tin in sufficient quantities for 
exportation is, I believe, most improbable. The tin which she did 
export probably came to the Indian ports from the Malayan countries 
or Tenasserim. Pliny in his list of the Indian races, which is believed 
to have been mostly borrowed from Megasthenes, says:—‘ Next 
follow the Narew enclosed by the loftiest of Indian mountains— 
Capitalia, The inhabitants on the other side of this mountain work 
extensive mines of gold and silver.” Capitalia may certainly be 
identified with Mount Abu; and although the highest authorities are 
divided as to the identity of the Narex, the mention of mines of gold 
and silver compels him to believe that the Nairs of Malabar were in- 
tended, as in Malabar and the neighbouring regions are situated not 
only the ancient gold mines which have attracted so much notice of 
late years, but there are also enormous ancient mines in the districts 
of Kadapah and Karnul from which argentiferous galena appears to 
have been extracted, and from this ore silver was, very probably, 
obtained. In another passage in this list of Pliny is the statement: — 
“Gold is very abundant among the Darde and silver among the 
Sete.” There are extensive ancient mines from which galena was 
obtained near the Taragarh Hill in Ajmir; but, so far as he can as- 
certain there is no record of their having produced silver. Galena, 
known to contain silver, appears to have been mined for at Jodawas 
in Alwar, and at Jawar or Zawar in Udepur, but this latter locality 
was chiefly remarkable, indeed unique in India, for producing zinc. 
Further on in Pliny’s enumeration is the passage :—‘ Beyond the 
mouth of the Indus are Chryse and Argyre, rich, as I believe, in 
metals. For I cannot readily believe what is asserted by some 
writers that their soil is impregnated with gold and silver, Ata 
distance of 20 miles from these lies Crocala.”

METALLIC ALLOYS OR COMPOUNDS.

The phosphorus 
also increases the strength and hardness of the alloy ; but it di- 
minishes the malleability of the alloy and renders it unfit for forgin 
when hot it must therefore be used in very minute proportions. . 
The manganese copper and the phosphuret of copper which he 
uses are those generally known in commerce by such terms; but the 
proportion of manganese or of phosphorus present therein must be 
ascertained in order that the amount thereof present in the per 
fected alloy shall be within the limits above named.

New WET ORE SEPARATOR.— An apparatus intended for the 
concentration of valuable metals and sulphurets from the gangue 
has been invented by Mr. M. B. Dona@s, of Francisco. The inven- 
tion consists in the construction and arrangement of a conical water- 
pan, a centrally placed cylinder and piston, a surrounding screen to 
receive the ore, and novel feeding and distributing devices all ope- 
rated by connected mechanism. Within the cylinder a plunger 
moves vertically, being operated by suitable mechanism, and water 
is admitted into the pan from below, filling it so that the sudden 
downward movement of the plunger will force the water upward 
through the screen and lift the body of ore upon it, so that the 
heavier valuable portions will settle through the screen while the 
lighter material will be kept at the top and will ran off over the 
outer rim when it has reached a suflicient height, being assisted by 
revolving plows or scrapers which travel just inside the rim The 
material is fed into a hopper surrounding the central shaft having 
holes in the bottom which discharge upon a conical distributor, at the 
bottom of which are openings to allow the material to pass throu rh 
upon the screen as the distributor revolves. In using the apparatus 
the screen bed being properly supplied with ore, the water being ad- 
mitted into the pan through the supply pipe until it is full the ma- 
chine is set in motion, when the piston will be lifted by inclined 
teeth, or cams upon suitable discs, and will be forced suddenly 
downward by a spring as often as it is raised and released from the 
cam, thus forcing the water up through the screen among the ore on 
the surface. The effect of this intermittent rush of water up through 
the screen is to cause the lighter portions to rise to the top and 
eventually to flow over the outer rim into the waste chute, and 
through it to any desired point of discharge. The heavier particles 
will settle upon and through the screen into the water in the pan 
and flowing down its sides will escape through the discharge open- 
ing. Plows or scrapers on the arms of the distributing cone assist 
in discharging the waste material over the outer edge of the screen 
The stroke of the piston may be regulated. af 





MINERAL Resources or ALASKA. — Besides fish and fur the 
territory of Alaska is the only locality throughout the United States 
where the yellow cedar exists; but it has been impossible to utilise 
it to any great extent, although there are millions of acres, in con- 
sequence of legal difficulties of possession by private individuals. 
Alaska also possesses stores of minerals in the shape of gold, silver 
and coal. Near the mining town of Juneau a good many gold ledges 
have been discovered, and it is believed that on the Yukon river 
which rises in British Colmbia, and falls into Norton Sound in 
Behring’s Straits, after a course of 2000 miles through ‘the 
length and breadth of Alasca, gold mines will be discovered 
richer than any on the Pacific Coast. Indeed dirt has already 
been found yielding on an average $1! 50 c. to the ton to the pan. On 
the coast of Douglas Island ana at Juneau the placer mines yielded 
last year $250,000 in gold. In the same neighbourhood there is a 
body of silver ore in sight as large as the Comstock lode in Nevada 
and it has been proved that it can be profitably worked by the erec- 
tion of large stamp-mills. It is expected that undertakings of this 
kind will be set on foot very shortly by San Francisco capitalists 
Good bituminous coal has been found at Point Gardner, in Alex- 
andra Archipelago; but hitherto the want of coal has not 
been much felt, owing to the proximity of the extensive beds 
in Washington Territory and Vancouver's Island. The country 
(says the Times, from whence these statements are taken) is 
not adapted at present for agricultural pursuits, though timothy 
grass and red and white top clover are abundant, and potatoes and 
all hardy vegetables flourish well. The climate is not so severe as is 
generally imagined, the thermometer at Sitka not having indicated 
more than 4° below zero during a period of 40 years; while at Ba- 
ranoff Island it seldom registers more than 20° below freezing point.
